A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


An  Effective  Board  of  Trustees 


Last  fall  the  Presbyterian  College  Board  of  Trustees  held  a  retreat  in  Asheville  to  consider  an  important  question:  "What  makes  a 
college  board  effective?" 

This  board  retreat  was  led  by  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Holland,  a  professor  at  the  University  of  Georgia.  Holland,  along  with  Dick  Chait  of  the 
University  of  Maryland  and  Barbara  Taylor  of  the  Association  of  Governing  Boards,  has  undertaken  extensive  research  and  analysis  on 
specific  characteristics  and  behaviors  that  distinguish  strong  boards  from  weak  boards.  Their  research,  which  analyzes  the  work  of  22 
college  boards  and  is  funded  by  the  Lilly  and  Kellogg  Foundations,  has  been  summarized  in  an  important  book  entitled  "The  Effective 
Board  of  Trustees."  published  by  the  Oryx  Press. 

Prior  to  going  to  the  Asheville  retreat,  each  member  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  as  well  as  the  officers  of  the  college,  read  this 
interesting  book  and  responded  to  an  extensive  questionnaire.  In  Asheville.  Tom  Holland  led  the  board  in  four  extended  discussions  spread 
over  two  days.  Out  of  these  sessions  came  ideas  and  conclusions  that  are  now  being  pursued  by  a  special  planning  committee  of  the  board 
chaired  by  Dr.  Fred  C.  Davison,  former  president  of  the  University  of  Georgia. 

As  president  of  Presbyterian  College  since  1979. 1  have  been  very  pleased  by  the  strong  leadership  of  our  talented  board  members. 
They  have  taken  seriously  their  responsibilities  as  trustees  and  this  college  has  prospered. 

Over  the  past  10  years,  for  example,  the  number  of  students  and  faculty  has  increased  by  more  than  30  percent.  Our  enrollment  for 
the  coming  academic  year  will  be  just  over  1,200  and  will  set  a  new  record.  The  college  completed,  with  generous  trustee  participation,  a 
very  successful  capital  funds  campaign  in  1992  with  $38.5  million  in  gifts  and  pledges.  The  endowment  of  the  college  has  grown  from 
$18  million  in  1985  to  its  current  value  in  excess  of  $45  million.  We  have  built  seven  new  buildings  during  the  past  decade,  provided 
million-dollar  renovations  to  three  others,  and  added  a  31 -acre  intramural  park  as  well  as  a  new  baseball  field. 

PC  consistently  has  been  ranked  among  the  best  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  Southeast.  In  the  spring  of  1994  we  were  reclassified  by 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  as  one  of  the  top  163  national  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  country  with  very  selective  admissions.  Our  SAT  scores 
consistently  average  around  1 100  and  applications  for  our  freshman  class  this  year  exceeded  1.200. 

All  of  this  steady  progress  is  the  result  of  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  many,  many  persons,  including  the  40  members  of  our 
Board  of  Trustees  chaired  by  Frank  Harrington. 

As  a  result,  it  did  not  surprise  me  that  Tom  Holland,  using  the  criteria  he  and  his  colleagues  developed  in  their  research  and 
assessment  of  college  boards  of  trustees,  found  the  Presbyterian  College  board  to  be  one  that  is  very  effective  in  carrying  out  its  responsi- 
bilities. This  board  recently  challenged  itself  to  improve  its  current  performance  in  the  next  decade,  from  1995  to  2005,  in  order  to  render 
even  more  effective  service  as  trustees. 

As  we  publish  the  findings  and  insights  of  this  Board  of  Trustees'  retreat  in  several  articles  beginning  on  page  17  of  this  magazine,  I 
wish  to  commend  each  of  our  board  members  for  their  skill,  commitment,  and  diligence  in  guiding  the  development  of  Presbyterian 
College.  With  their  evident  dedication  and  loyal  service,  Presbyterian  College  will  continue  to  excel  as  one  of  the  high  quality,  church- 


related  liberal  arts  colleges  in  America.

Founders  Of  Habitat  For  Humanity  Tell 
Seniors  To  Look  Toward  Avenues  Of  Service 


Fullers,  Wilkes  receive  honorary  degrees 
during  '95  Commencement  exercises 


/  he  founders  of  Habitat  for  Humanity  In- 
ternational joined  a  Presbyterian  minister  from 
Myrtle  Beach,  S.C,  in  receiving  honorary  degrees 
during  Presbyterian  College's  112th  Commence- 
ment exercises  held  May  6. 

Millard  and  Linda  Fuller,  the  husband-wife 
team  from  Americus,  Ga„  who  started  the  Habitat 
movement  1 8  years  ago,  were  given  honorary  Doc- 
tor of  Public  Service  degrees,  while  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  was  presented  to  Dr. 
Robert  C.  Wilkes  Jr.,  senior  minister  at  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Myrtle  Beach,  who  also  preached 
the  sermon  at  the  college's  baccalaureate  service. 

"I  want  to  say  to  you  students  that  you  are 
now  entering  into  an  elite  club  in  the  world  —  the 
club  of  college  graduates  ...  And  I  want  to  remind 
you  that  the  Bible  says  that  to  he  or  she  whom  much 
is  given,  much  is  required," 
Millard  Fuller  told  the  graduates. 
"Service  is.  I  think,  the  greatest 
thing  you  can  offer  to  the  world. 
I  hope  you  will  take  (Presbyte- 
rian College's)  motto,  'while  we 
live,  we  serve'  to  heart  and  con- 
tinue to  keep  it  in  your  heart  for 
the  rest  of  your  lives. 

"All  through  our  lives  we 
are  in  a  process  of  building.  We 
build  relationships,  we  build  a 
business,  we  build  an  organiza- 
tion, we  build  many  things.  But  1 
would  encourage  you  to  put  at  the 
top  of  your  list  to  build  a  life  of 
service."

most-recognizable  non- 
profit organizations  in 
the  United  States— and 
their  formula  for  suc- 
cess is  one  that  all  young 
college  graduates  can 
follow. 

"If  I  had  to  give 
the  graduates  of  this 
class  any  kind  of  advice 

in  my  own  simple  way,  I  would  say,  first  of  all,  to 
commit  your  lives  to  Jesus  Christ  and  to  serve 
others,"  Linda  Fuller  added.  "Be  good  listeners 
and  continue  your  learning  to  the  last  day  of  your 
life.  See  what's  working  and  then  join  up  and  work 
hard.  True  happiness  comes  from  serving  others ... 
Millard  and  I  have  discov- 
ered that." 

Millard  Fuller  has 
served  as  president  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity  In- 
ternational for  18  years. 
The  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  Habitat  volunteers  who 
share  his  vision,  including 
former  President  Jimmy 
Carter,  have  built  homes 
together  with  nearly 
35.000  needy  families  in 
more  than  1,100  U.S.  cit- 
ies and  43  other  countries. 
President  Bill  Clinton  has 
lauded  Habitat  as  "the  most 
successful  continuous 
community  service  project

Wilkes  expressed  his  appreciation  to  all  those 
who  have  influenced  his  life  through  the  years. 

"Someone  once  wrote  that  if  you  see  a  turtle 
sitting  on  top  of  a  fence  post,  you  can  be  sure  that 
he  didn't  get  there  by  himself.  Today.  I  know  that 
if  I  am  like  that  turtle,  it  is  because  of  what  so  many 
have  contributed  to  my  life,"  Wilkes  told  Presbyte- 
rian College's  224  graduating  seniors. 

Wilkes,  a  native  of  Orangeburg,  has  served 
the  members  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Myrtle 
Beach  since  1 983,  and  previously  served  at  churches 
in  Denmark,  S.C.  and  Georgetown.  S.C.  A  gradu- 
ate of  Erskine  College  and  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary,  he  has  directed  First  Presbyterian  Church 
to  rapid  growth  during  his  tenure.  Membership  has 
more  than  doubled,  the  annual  budget  has  in- 
creased tenfold,  and  church  ministries  and  staff 
have  also  increased. 


Top  ROTC  Honors 
Bring  Past  Together 
With  Future 

I  he  past  and  future  of  America's  military  came  together 
on  May  5  during  a  special  Presbyterian  College  ceremony. 

Mark  Albertus,  a  senior  who  will  be  graduating  in  Decem- 
ber, received  the  Wysor  Saber,  the  highest  award  presented  to  a  senior  in  the 
college's  ROTC  (Reserved  Officers  Training  Corps)  program.  A  few  minutes 
later,  Col.  (Ret.)  S.  Cater  Ligon,  Class  of  1928,  was  inducted  into  PC's  ROTC 
Hall  of  Fame. 

In  previous  years  the  two  events  were  held  at  different  times  during  the 
Commencement  weekend,  but  Maj.  Kirk  Thomas,  professor  of  military 
science  who  directs  the  ROTC  program  at  PC,  liked  the  idea  of  making  the 
presentations  together. 

"I  can  think  of  no  better  combination  of  ceremonies  than  one  where  we 
have  the  opportunity  to  recognize  both  the  past  and 
future  of  Presbyterian  College's  contributions  to  our 
nation's  defense,"  Thomas  said.  "This  blending  of 
youth  and  maturity  signify  the  continuing  role  this 
remarkable  institution  has  in  commissioning  the  fu- 
ture leadership  of  not  only  our  armed  forces,  but  of 
our  country  as  well." 

Albertus,  the  cadet  battalion  commander  for  1994-95,  was  selected  a 
George  C.  Marshall  Award  winner  in  April  and  spent  a  week  at  Virginia 
Military  Institute  with  the  other  top  cadets  of  ROTC  programs  across  the 
country,  where  they  discussed  national  security  issues  facing  the  U.S. 

An  education  major  from  Lilburn,  Ga„  he  also  was  an  All-South 
Atlantic  Conference  goalkeeper  as  captain  of  the  Blue  Hose  soccer  team.  He 
will  be  commissioned  into  the  U.S.  Army  in  December  and  remain  on  campus 
during  the  spring  semester  of  1996  as  the  Gold  Bar  recruiter. 

"I'm  grateful  for  this  award,"  he  said  upon  receiving  the  Wysor  Saber 
from  Kent  Wysor  Ivey,  whose  father.  Col.  Robert  E.  Wysor.  served  as  the 
professor  of  military  science  at  PC  from  1 929- 1 937.  "I  thank  the  cadre  and  the

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other  cadets  here  at  PC.  I  couldn't  have  done  the  things  I  did  without  them.  I'm 
somewhat  disappointed  to  be  leaving  this  program  because  I'm  so  excited 
about  where  it's  going  under  the  cadre  now  in  place  here." 

Ligon,  who  became  the  10th  member  of  the  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame,  came 
to  PC  from  Iva,  S.C.,  in  the  fall  of  1924.  He  earned  an  economics  degree  in 
1928  and  was  commissioned  through  the  ROTC  program  as  a  second  lieuten- 
ant in  the  U.S.  Army  Reserve. 

He  was  ordered  to  active  duty  in  February  of  1941  and  saw  World  War 
II  combat  action  in  Europe,  earning  the  Bronze  Star  Medal.  Army  Commen- 
dation Medal,  American  Defense  Service  Medal, 
Armed  Forces  Reserve  Medal.  Reserve  Officers 
Medal,  American  Campaign  Medal,  European- 
Middle  East  Campaign  Medal  with  two  battle  stars, 
Army  of  Occupation  Medal  with  Germany  Clasp, 
and  World  War  II  Victory  Medal.  He  retired  from 
the  military  as  a  colonel  in  1966. 
"His  love  of  the  military  is  evidenced  by  67  years  of  membership  to  the 
Reserve  Officers  Association  of  the  United  States  and  his  interest  and 
generous  contributions  to  the  Presbyterian  College  ROTC  Scholarship  Fund." 
Thomas  said. 

Ligon  praised  the  college  for  establishing  the  ROTC  scholarship  pro- 
gram in  1994  and  pledged  his  continued  support. 

"It's  wonderful  that  this  endowed  scholarship  has  been  created,  and  I 
want  to  see  this  ROTC  program  remain  at  PC  forever,"  he  said.  "As  for  this 
recognition.  I  don't  know  what  to  say;  I  don't  even  know  if  I  deserve  it.  It 
makes  me  feel  great;  it  makes  me  feel  humble.  It's  hard  to  express  my 
emotions  except  to  say  that  this  is  one  of  the  great  days  of  my  life." 


He  is  a  member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  GR1PP.  a  grass-roots  initiative  to  strengthen  and 
unite  political,  economic,  cultural,  and  educational 
goals  in  Horry  County,  and  initiated  the  Habitat  for 
Humanity  chapter  in  the  county.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Strategic  Planning  Committee  for  Horry  County.

Board  of  Trustees,  and  founded  the  Young  Life 
Program  in  Myrtle  Beach. 

Wilkes  has  served  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(U.S.A.)  as  commissioner  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  as 


well  as  several  other  presbytery  committees,  and 
moderator  of  the  Harmony  and  New  Harmony 
Presbyteries.  He  also  serves  as  president  of  the 
Myrtle  Beach  Ministerial  Association,  and  is  a 
former  member  of  Presbyterian  College's  Board  of 
Visitors. 


Gouge  Named  PC's  Top  Professor 


Chair  of  chemistry  department 
addresses  graduating  seniors 

Ux.  Edward  M.  Gouge,  professor  of  chemistry,  was  named  Presbyterian 
College's  1995  Professor  of  the  Year  at  the  conclusion  of  the  academic  year, 

"Ed  Gouge  is  a  dedicated  professor  who  has  influenced  the  careers  of 
young  people,  including  almost  all  of  the  pre-medical  students  at  Presbyterian 
College,"  said  Dr.  J.  William  Moncrief,  senior  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty.  "His  nomination  by  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha  was  a 
great  vote  of  confidence  and  respect  for  him  by  some  of  the  very  best  students 
at  the  college,  and  the  unanimity  of  his  selection  represents  the  high  regard  in 
which  he  is  held  by  his  colleagues  on  the  faculty  and  the  administration." 

Gouge,  who  serves  as  chairman  of  the  chemistry  department,  was  selected 
for  PC's  Professor  of  the  Year  honor  by  a  committee  made  up  of  three  faculty 
members,  two  students,  an  alumnus,  and  an  administrator.  Nominations  were 
made  to  the  committee  by  academic  departments  and  members  of  the  under- 
graduate honor  society  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha. 

A  member  of  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  since  1976.  he  earned  his 
undergraduate  degree  from  Western  Carolina  University  in  1969  before  serving 
as  a  U.S.  Army  officer,  including  action  in  Vietnam.  Following  his  tour  of  duty, 


Gouge  received  an  NDEA  Fellowship  to 
study  at  Clemson  University,  where  he 
earned  his  Ph.D.  in  chemistry  and  also 
served  as  a  graduate  assistant. 

His  tenure  at  Presbyterian  College 
has  been  marked  by  growth  within  the 
chemistry  department  and  individual  pro- 
fessional development.  He  has  authored 
and  co-authored  papers  published  in  pro- 
fessional journals  and  has  made  presen- 
tations at  meetings  of  professional  orga- 
nizations such  as  the  American  Chemical  Society.  Gouge's  teaching  skills  and 
concern  for  individual  students  were  also  recognized  in  1985  when  he  received 
the  college's  Alumni  Distinguished  Teaching  Award. 

As  Presbyterian  College's  Professor  of  the  Year.  Gouge  joined  Elizabeth 
Bond  Foster,  the  1995  Outstanding  Senior,  in  addressing  the  1995  graduating 
class  during  Commencement  exercises  on  May  6.  He  will  also  be  considered  for 
1995  South  Carolina  Professor  of  the  Year  Awards  presented  by  the  S.C. 
Commission  on  Higher  Education  and  the  Council  for  the  Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education  (CASE).  PC  faculty  members  were  named  the  CASE  S.C. 
Professor  of  the  Year  in  1991. 1992.  and  1993.

Foster,  who  was  a  sitmma  cum 
laude  graduate  with  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  in  English  and  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  chemistry,  has  distinguished  herself 
through  academic  honors  and  extracurricular  in- 
volvement at  Presbyterian  College.  She  was  the 
recipient  of  a  full-cost  Quattlebaum  Honor  Schol- 
arship, the  highest  offered  by  the  college,  was  a 


Rhodes  Scholar  finalist,  was  a  member  of  Sigma 
Kappa  Alpha  and  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  honorary 
academic  societies,  and  studied  abroad  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  in  Scotland.  She  was  in 
Zeta  Tau  Alpha  sorority,  participated  in  campus 
intramural  athletics,  and  was  a  campus  tour  guide. 

This  fall,  Foster  will  enroll  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Georgia  in  Augusta. 

"By  attending  PC,  I've  learned  about  the 
importance  of  community,  I've  been  given  the 
opportunity  to  develop  intellectually  in  different 
areas.  When  I  spoke  to  the  graduating  class,  I 
incorporated  those  ideas,  and  I  spoke  to  my  class- 
mates about  what  they  have  become  here  instead 
of  what  profession  they  have  prepared  for."

Record  Enrollment  Expected  For  1995-96 


n  star-studded  lecture  series  on  the  media 
and  the  opening  of  a  new  academic  center  will  be 
among  the  highlights  of  the  1 16th  academic  year  at 
Presbyterian  College  during  1995-96. 

An  estimated  1 ,204  students  —  the  largest 
enrollment  in  school  history  —  are  expected  when 
the  college  conducts  its  opening  convocation  on 
Tuesday,  Sept.  5.  A  record  freshman  class  of  356 
students  is  expected  in  that  number. 

"We're  extremely  excited  about  the  contin- 
ued interest  in  Presbyterian  College,"  said  PC 
President  Ken  Orr.  "At  a  time  when  many  schools 
are  struggling  to  recruit  first-rate  freshmen  classes 
and  fill  their  residence  halls,  we're  very  pleased 
that  our  enrollment  will  reach  an  all-time  high.  It 
tells  us  that  PC's  academic  reputation  as  one  of  the 
leading  liberal  arts  colleges  is  being  recognized  by 
top  high  school  seniors  throughout  the  Southeast 
and  beyond." 

The  PC  calendar  of  activities  includes  doz- 
ens of  cultural  presentations,  athletic  events,  and 
special  weekends  such  as  Homecoming  on  Sept. 
30. 

One  of  the  highlights  will  be  a  year-long 
celebration  of  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  Russell 
Program,  which  focuses  on  the  influence  and  val- 
ues of  modern  communications  media.  Over  the 
past  nine  years,  numerous  journalists  and  scholars 
have  visited  the  PC  campus  to  address  various 
topics  such  as  "Politics  and  the  Media,"  "Ethics 
and  the  Media,"  "Media  and  American  Values." 
"Women  and  the  Media."  and  "Sports  and  the 
Media." 

Durins  the  1 995-96  academic  year,  the  theme 


will  be  "The  Conduct  of  the  Media:  Past.  Present, 
and  Future"  and  will  feature  addresses  by  seven  of 
the  most  celebrated  of  those  past  speakers,  includ- 
ing syndicated  columnists  William  Raspberry  (Sept. 
20)  and  David  Broder  (Nov.  14),  former  NBC 
newsman  Edwin  Newman  (Feb.  19),  and  legend- 
ary sports  journalist  Frank  Deford  (Feb.  20). 

The  spring  semester,  which  begins  Jan.  9. 
1996,  will  feature  the  opening  of  PC's  newest 
building,  a  S5.2  million  academic  center  that  will 
house  the  departments  of  mathematics,  political 
science,  psychology,  sociology,  and  education. 

The  building  is  a  four-story  structure  on  the 
west  plaza,  constructed  on  the  site  where  Spencer 
Hall,  a  men's  residence  hall,  once  stood.  The  new 
structure  maintains  the  architectural  style  of  Spen- 
cer, even  using  the  actual  columns  from  the  old 
dormitory.  In  addition  to  classrooms,  faculty  of- 
fices, labs,  and  seminar  rooms,  the  new  building 
will  feature  an  outdoor  lecture  area  and  the  Bennett 
A.  Brown  Conference  Suite,  which  will  include  a 
100-seat  amphitheater,  two  conference  rooms  and 
classrooms,  and  a  large  reception  area. 

Construction  on  the  social  sciences  and  math- 
ematics center  began  in  June  of  last  year  and  is 
expected  to  be  completed  this  fall. 

"I  think  this  will  be  a  building  that  reshapes 
the  standard  of  what  an  academic  center  should 
be,"  Orr  said.  "In  its  own  way,  it  is  going  to 
reinforce  some  of  the  values  of  this  campus:  the 
value  of  sound,  vigorous  instruction;  the  value  of 
dealing  with  ideas  in  a  manner  that  is  exciting:  the 
way  of  enunciating  in  a  dramatic  bricks-and-mor- 
tar  fashion  the  vitality  of  Presbyterian  College."

National  association  grants 
accreditation  for  excellence 


f  Presbyterian  College  has  joined  47  other 
institutions  as  newly  accredited  members  of  the 
Association  of  Collegiate  Business  Schools  and 
Programs. 

Dr.  John  L.  Green  Jr..  executive  director  of 
ACBSP.  made  the  announcement  at  the 
association's  recent  annual  conference  in  Orlando. 
Fla.  This  represents  the  fifth  annual  presentation  to 
institutions  being  accredited  since  the  founding  of 
ACBSP  seven  years  ago. 

The  mission  of  ACBSP  is  to  strengthen  busi- 
ness education  in  colleges  and  universities  through- 
out the  United  States  and  establish  quality  in  the 
teaching  of  business  courses. 

ACBSP  has  481  member  institutions. 

"We  have  been  involved  with  this  associa- 
tion since  its  beginning  seven  years  ago,"  said  Sam 


How  ell.  chairman  of  PC's  Department  of  Econom- 
ics and  Business  Administration.  "We  followed 
ACBSP's  progress  for  a  few  years,  including  its 
official  recognition  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  as  an  accrediting  body.  We  evaluated 
our  department  using  the  standards  set  by  ACBSP. 
and  we  had  a  visitation  by  representatives  of  the 
association  in  the  spring  of  1993.  After  addressing 
a  few  of  that  visiting  group's  concerns,  we  had  a 
second  visitation  this  past  spring,  and  were  notified 
that  we  had  met  their  accreditation  standards." 

The  accreditation  certification  by  ACBSP 
covers  a  seven-year  period  at  which  time  an  insti- 
tution must  reaffirm  its  quality  by  preparing  a  self- 
study  and  having  another  site  visit.  Accredited 
business  programs  are  required  to  file  an  annual 
report  certifying  that  they  are  maintaining  the

"The  Department  of  Business  Administra- 
tion has  been  one  of  our  most  outstanding  depart- 
ments for  many  years  with  a  large  number  of 
prominent  businessmen  and  women  as  graduates," 
said  Dr.  J.  William  Moncrief.  senior  vice  president 
of  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty.  "It  is 
gratifying  for  all  of  us  at  PC  to  see  this  department 
get  the  national  recognition  it  deserves  through 
accreditation  by  ACBSP."

I  wo  Georgia  high  school  graduates  will  be  PC's  newest  Quattlebaum  Honor  Scholarships. 

Tonya  Michelle  Douce,  of  Tift  County  High  School  in  Tifton.  and  Wendy  Michelle  Holler,  of  Henderson 
High  School  in  Atlanta,  were  selected  for  the  honors  from  among  the  top  high  school  scholars  in  the  Southeast. 
Presbyterian  College  awards  two  Quattlebaum  Honor  Scholarships  annually  to  students  of  exceptional  merit 
whose  skills  and  academic  achievements  mark  them  as  future  leaders  in  their  chosen  professions,  according  to 
Margaret  Williamson,  vice  president  for  enrollment  and  dean  of  admissions. 

The  awards,  funded  by  an  endowment  established  by  the  late  Alexander  McQueen  Quattlebaum  and  Mrs. 
A.M.  Quattlebaum  of  Florence  and  Georgetown,  S.C.,  underwrite  the  full  cost  of  attending  Presbyterian 
College. 

Douce  and  Holler  both  participated  in  Presbyterian  College's  scholarship  program  competition  during 
which  180  semi-finalists  from  more  than  500  applicants  visited  the  PC  campus  in  January  and  interviewed  with 
members  of  the  faculty  and  administration.

PCS  CONSTANT 
COMPANION 

For  nearly  40  years,  this  campus  has,  in  many  ways, 
embodied  the  personality  of  Tom  Stallworth.  For  the 
thousands  of  students  who  have  been  touched  by  his  presence, 
his  retirement  means  that  the  place  just  won't  be  quite  the  same.

JafflJn  1973,  Watergate  became  a  household  word  as  two  reporters  named 
Woodward  and  Bernstein  helped  The  Washington  Post  earn  a  Pulitzer  Prize  for 
journalism.  The  United  States  began  a  total  military  withdrawal  from  South  Vietnam. 
Lines  began  to  form  at  gas  stations  as  OPEC  instituted  an  oil  embargo  against  the  U.S. 
And  who  could  forget  young  Linda  Blair  introducing  the  world  to  the  evils  of  split  pea 
soup  in  "The  Exorcist?" 

It  was  in  the  1973  PaC  SaC  that  Tom  Stallworth  captured  a  moment  in  history  at 
Presbyterian  College  with  the  words  printed  on  the  left  —  a  moment  which  he  had 
helped  carve  into  the  community  he  described.  That  same  edition  of  the  PaC  SaC 
includes  a  heartfelt  dedication  to  Stallworth  "for  his  deep  sense  of  Christian  commitment 
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and  his  sincere  interest  in  each  student  at  Presbyterian  College." 

A  decade  earlier,  the  nation  was  mourning  the  assassination  of 
President  John  F.  Kennedy.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  went  to  Washing- 
ton with  a  dream.  A  musical  group  called  The  Rolling  Stones  formed 
in  England  and  young  people  went  "Surfin'  USA"  with  the  Beach 
Boys.  Jack  Nicklaus  became  the  youngest  golfer  ever  to  win  the 
Masters. 

Also,  the  staff  of  the  1963  PaC  SaC  dedicated  its  yearbook  to 
Stallworth.  Editor  Bob  Piephoff  summed 
up  the  feelings  of  the  graduating  class  with 
a  simple  sentence:  "We  come  to  Presbyte- 
rian College  and  we  leave  ...  we  leave 
taking  a  part  of  Tommy  Stallworth  with  us." 

Fast  forward  nearly  two  decades  to  a 
time  when  disco  died  too  painlessly  and 
leisure  suits  were  mercifully  pushed  to  the 
backs  of  closets.  President  Ronald  Reagan 
joined  other  world  leaders  in  mourning 
assassinated  Egyptian  President  Anwar 
Sadat.  Sandra  Day  O'Connor  was 
appointed  the  first  woman  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  Justice,  the  world  watched  the  "fairy 
tale"  wedding  of  Prince  Charles  and  Lady 
Diana,  and  a  young  actor  named  Harrison 
Ford  donned  a  fedora  and  brought 
adventurer  Indiana  Jones  to  life  on  the  silver 
screen. 

In  1981.  the  PaC  SaC  staff  dedicated 
its  centennial  edition  to  Stallworth.  citing 
his  "friendly  hellos  and  his  willingness  to 
listen  and  advise." 

As  he  looks  back  on  those  three 
editions  of  the  PaC  SaC  —  and  photos  that 
chronicle  a  life  at  Presbyterian  College  — 
Stallworth  readily  admits  that  he  could  ask 
for  no  higher  honor  than  to  be  praised  by  the  college's  students.  The 
three  editions  also  prove  that  Stallworth  has  mirrored  the  changes 
which  he  wrote  about  in  1973  —  and  perhaps  has  led  more  than  a  few 
of  those  changes. 

When  Stallworth  announced  his  plans  earlier  this  year  to  retire  at 
the  end  of  August,  it  signalled  an  end  to  a  career  which  has  spanned  36 
years  at  Presbyterian  College.  Including  his  tenure  as  a  student. 
Stallworth  has  spent  four  decades  on  the  PC  campus  —  enough  time  to 
convince  him  to  finally  take  a  step  away. 

"I  haven't  really  thought  how  it  will  be  on  September  1. 
Personally.  I  don't  see  it  reallv  beins  that  much  different  because  I 


finally  found  a  place  where  I  didn't  work  from  one  day  off  to  the  next." 
Stallworth  said.  "With  the  exception  of  my  time  as  dean  of  students.  I 
have  never  cared  if  it  was  Monday.  Wednesday,  or  Friday.  I've  never 
looked  at  it  that  way.  and  I  have  a  problem  with  any  college  teacher 
who  gets  excited  about  Fridays.  It  was  always  just  a  pleasure  for  me  to 
be  on  campus.  A  day  off  didn't  mean  as  much  to  me  as  some  folks  who 
hate  their  work.  I  never  even  wanted  to  pretend  that  I  didn't  like  my 
work." 


"The  Greatest  Four  Years . . ." 

As  naturally  as  Stallworth  and 
Presbyterian  College  fit  each  other,  it  seems 
unbelievable  that  the  match  was  almost 
never  made.  Stallworth  was  raised  on 
Atlanta's  south  side  at  a  time  when  the  area 
was  not  known  for  its  success  stories  or 
college  graduates.  A  college  education  had 
never  been  a  part  of  his  family's  back- 
ground, and  when  his  parents  divorced 
when  he  was  5.  it  seemed  that  financial 
hardships  would  lead  Stallworth  to.  at  best, 
the  Atlanta  division  of  the  University  of 
Georgia  which  he  only  half-jokingly  says 
"held  classes  in  a  parking  garage  in 
downtown  Atlanta." 

However.  Stallworth  had  always  been 
active  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  led 
to  his  first  exposure  to  Presbyterian  College. 
During  Stallworth's  junior  year  in  high 
school.  PC  alumnus  Eugene  T.  Wilson, 
pastor  of  the  Peachtree  Road  Presbyterian 
Church,  organized  a  one-day  bus  trip  to 
Presbyterian  College  for  several  Atlanta 
youngsters.  It  was  Stallworth's  first  visit  to 

Presbyterian  College  and  his  only  visit  to  a  college  during  his  high 

school  days. 

The  next  fall.  Stallworth  was  on  a  football  trip  when  PC 

admissions  director  Haney  Prince  toured  Atlanta  area  high  schools. 

Fortunately.  Prince's  hostess  on  campus  happened  to  be  Stallworth's 

girlfriend,  who  convinced  the  administrator  to  offer  Stallworth  a  $250 

financial  aid  grant ...  sight  unseen. 
It  was  as  if  fate  had  intervened. 
"When  it  came  time  to  consider  a  college.  Presbyterian  was  the 

only  one  I  knew  anything  about."  Stallworth  said.  "Two  weeks  before  1 

was  comins  to  college.  I  knew  I  was  comins  to  college.  I  don't  know 
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how  ray  mother  and  I  made  it  through  the  first  year's  expenses,  but  we 
did." 

The  campus  was  quickly  introduced  to  Tom  Stallworth.  He  was 
elected  class  president,  became  active  in  the  mandatory  ROTC 
program,  and  set  out  to  pay  off  his  S250  loan  by  serving  three  meals 
daily,  five  days  a  week,  in  Judd  Dining  Hall  —  earning  50  cents  an 
hour. 

"I  got  half  of  what  1  earned  up  until  January  when  1  had  paid  off 
the  grant  and  then  1  got  all  of  it.  I  was  in  fat 
city  then.  By  the  time  I  graduated  in  1955, 
the  total  bill  was  about  $825  a  year  and  I 
did  not  owe  any  money.  By  hook,  by 
crook,  and  by  working,  1  was  able  to  go  to 
school,"  Stallworth  said. 

Despite  his  rigorous  work  hours, 
Stallworth  was  able  to  increase  his  campus 
activities  and  made  more  friends  with  every 
new  assignment.  He  remained  active  in  the 
Student  Government  Association,  led  the 
Student  Christian  Association,  eventually 
was  named  ROTC  battalion  commander, 
and  served  as  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  rush 
chairman. 

However.  Stallworth  recalls  singing 
with  the  PC  choir  as  one  of  the  highlights  of 
his  college  career. 

"I  never  have  been  shy  or  one  to  sit 
back  and  watch  things  happen.  But  the 
choir  was  really  my  one  important  social 
group.  I  got  into  that  during  my  freshman 
year  because  of  some  friends  I  had  met  on 
campus,"  he  said.  "I  couldn't  read  music, 
but  I  could  sing  a  bit  so  I  joined  the  choir. 
My  college  experience  would  have  been 
completely  different  had  I  not  been  in  the 
choir.  It  was  one  of  the  main  focal  points  of  my  activities  while  I  was 
on  campus." 

Jack  Edmunds,  who  roomed  with  Stallworth  during  their  senior 
year  at  PC,  was  also  a  member  of  the  Blue  Hose  choir.  He  said  the 
fellowship  of  that  group  —  and  the  annual  tour  to  a  major  city  —  made 
it  a  special  extracurricular  activity. 

"Every  spring,  we  would  go  on  tour  to  a  city  like  Washington  or 
New  Orleans,"  Edmunds  recalled.  "Tom  had  a  lot  of  fun  on  those  tours 
...  we  all  did.  We  didn't  lack  for  any  fun  when  we  got  away  from 
campus  and  Tom  was  our  point-man.  He  was  a  good  scout  of  pretty 
sirls  and  eood  food." 


"I  never  considered  myself 
an  ivory  tower  scholar.  My 
method  was  really  to  mix  it 

up  with  the  students ...  I 

enjoyed  the  give-and-take 

inside  the  classroom  as  well 

as  out  (in  activities  such  as 

intramural  sports  or  campus 

theatrical  performances, 
pictured  above)." 


Stallworth's  outgoing  nature  was  evident  even  as  a  student. 
There  were  few  strangers  around  Tom  Stallworth,  as  he  had  an  unusual 
knack  for  cutting  across  gender  and  socio-economic  lines. 

"It  was  a  small  campus  and  all  small  campuses  have  their  certain 
cliques,  but  Tom  was  someone  who  related  well  to  the  entire  student 
population,"  Edmunds  said.  "I  think  everyone  had  a  lot  of  respect  for 
him.  It  was  evident  during  his  college  days  that  Tom  would  go  into  the 
ministry,  but  he  was  never  one  to  wear  his  religion  on  his  sleeve.  He 
was  not  a  pious  type  and  that  impressed 
people.  He  always  personified  what  a  good 
minister  should  be." 

His  friends,  his  activities,  and  his 
education  left  a  vivid  impression  on 
Stallworth. 

"The  four  years  I  spent  at  PC  as  a 
student  were  the  greatest  four  years  that  I 
had  had  in  my  life  up  to  that  point,"  he  said. 
"I  think  the  fact  that  I  was  able  to  go  to 
college,  which  in  itself  was  a  surprise,  and 
my  realization  that  those  four  years  were  so 
important,  made  it  a  special  time.  If  I 
hadn't  come  to  PC,  I  don't  know  where  I 
would  have  gone  to  college  —  or  if  I  would 
have  gone  at  all.  I  went  on  to  seminary,  but 
I  always  felt  like  I  owed  PC  a  lot.  I  think  all 
these  years  have  been  a  process  of  paying 
the  college  back  and  also  trying  to  give  the 
students  something  that  I  got  here." 


"I  May  Like  to  Have  That  Job" 

Like  many  graduates,  Stallworth 
expected  to  only  see  Presbyterian  College 
again  during  special  alumni  events  or  when 
traveling  through  Clinton.  When  he 
graduated  from  high  school  and  left  Atlanta,  he  was  aware  that  the  call 
to  the  ministry  would  direct  his  life  —  a  call  he  followed  throughout  his 
four  years  at  PC  and  on  to  Columbia  Theological  Seminary. 

Expecting  to  "go  to  seminary  and  then  go  from  one  little  church 
to  the  next"  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  Stallworth  never  considered  teaching 
in  an  academic  setting.  However,  his  ministry  was  soon  to  take  an 
unusual  turn  —  a  turn  which  would  lead  him  back  to  a  lengthy  stay  at 
his  alma  mater. 

During  his  senior  year  in  seminary,  Stallworth  served  as  the 
minister  to  students  at  Emory  University,  a  position  which  introduced 
him  to  campus  work  and  the  rewards  of  ministering  to  students.  That 
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year,  Presbyterian  College  President  Dr.  Marshall  Brown  visited 
Atlanta  for  the  inauguration  of  Emory's  new  president,  and  Stallworth 
enjoyed  a  conversation  that  would  eventually  change  his  life. 

"I  spoke  with  Dr.  Brown  about  the  need  for  a  campus  chaplain  at 
PC  so  that  the  students  would  have  someone  to  call  their  own  ... 
someone  who  wasn't  a  teacher  or  an  administrator ...  to  work  with  their 
problems  and  their  needs."  he  said.  "As  an  off-handed  comment  I 
added.  'In  fact.  I  may  like  to  have  that  job  one  of  these  days.'" 

Thinking  no  more  about  his  comment, 
Stallworth  graduated  from  seminary  and 
accepted  a  position  as  assistant  pastor  of 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Rome.  Ga. 
However.  Stallworth' s  suggestion  did  not 
elude  Dr.  Brown.  Nearly  a  year  later,  he 
placed  a  call  to  Stallworth.  informed  him 
that  Pete  Hay  was  taking  a  two-year  leave  of 
absence  to  complete  work  toward  his  Ph.D.. 
and  asked  Stallworth  to  fill  in. 

The  answer  was  yes. 

"To  go  back  to  my  alma  mater  was  an 
exciting  prospect,  but  I  had  no  idea  what  I 
was  getting  into.  To  jump  into  teaching 
what  Pete  Hay  had  been  teaching  —  not 
having  taught  a  day  in  my  life  —  those  first 
two  years  were  definitely  learning  years,"  he 
said.  "1  thought  1  knew  an  awful  lot,  but 
during  my  first  class  1  had  told  them  all  I 
knew  in  the  first  20  minutes.  I  said,  'Class 
dismissed.'  and  from  then  on  it  was  to  the 
books,  type  up  the  notes,  run  to  class,  and 
then  do  it  all  over  again.  In  Greek.  I  just 
tried  to  stay  a  chapter  ahead  of  them." 

That  perseverance  paid  off.  With  time. 
Stallworth  earned  the  respect  of  his  students 
for  his  prowess  in  the  classroom  and  his 
dedication  to  learning  outside  the  classroom.  More  importantly,  he 
earned  the  respect  of  his  colleagues  for  his  commitment  to  teaching. 

"Tom  is  one  of  those  teachers  who  has  always  done  his 
homework.  He  doesn't  pretend  to  have  erudition  and  knowledge  of 
every  subject,  but  he  then  works  to  master  the  information  and  shares  it 
with  the  students."  said  Dr.  George  Ramsey,  the  Kristen  Herrington 
Professor  of  Bible  at  Presbyterian  College.  "His  commitment  and 
dedication  always  spoke  volumes  to  the  students  and  it  was  reflected  in 
the  handsome  enrollments  in  the  elective  courses  he  taught.  That's 
something  people  with  many  more  degrees  than  Tom  have  never 
mastered." 


"I  kid  Ralph  Poison  that  I 

took  over  the  soccer 

program,  turned  it  around, 

and  then  retired.  Really  I 

was  like  a  high  school  coach 

—  everybody  practiced, 

everybody  played,  and 

everybody  lettered." 


In  addition  to  his  classroom  duties.  Stallworth  was  also  the 
campus  chaplain  and  was  responsible  for  three  required  chapel  services 
each  week. 

While  doing  graduate  work  at  Union  Seminary  during  the  1968- 
69  academic  year.  Stallworth  was  asked  by  then-PC  President  Marc 
Weersing  to  serve  as  the  dean  of  students.  It  was  a  period  that  included 
the  Vietnam  War.  the  Kent  State  shootings,  and  the  move  from  a 
mandatory  ROTC  program  to  a  voluntary  program. 

He  retired  from  that  position 
following  the  1970-71  academic  year. 

"Two  years  was  enough."  he  said.  "I 
really  did  it  to  get  closer  to  the  students,  but 
I  found  that  I  only  got  closer  to  meetings 
and  to  paperwork.  I  had  to  go  back  into  the 
classroom  to  get  back  with  the  students.  Of 
course,  I  felt  like  I  got  about  10  years  of 
experience  during  those  two  years.  After 
awhile.  I  was  answering  telephones  that 
weren't  ringing  and  I  lost  my  appetite  for 
the  job.  I  got  to  where  I  didn't  want  to  go 
on  campus  and  I  knew  that  wasn't  right." 
Stallworth  returned  to  the  classroom 
and  daily  contact  with  the  students,  but 
another  challenge  awaited  him  eight  years 
later  when  Larry  Burch.  the  college's  first 
soccer  coach,  submitted  his  resignation  to 
Athletic  Director  Cally  Gault.  Stallworth 
already  served  as  faculty  athletic 
representative,  but  he  was  about  to  enjoy 
on-the-field  training. 

"All  of  Cally's  football  buddies  said. 
'Do  not  hire  a  real  soccer  coach.  They 
wear  earrings,  have  facial  hair  and  long 
hair,  and  wear  cutoff  jeans,  and  you  don't 
want  that  on  your  staff.'"  Stallworth  said. 
"One  day  I  was  going  home  for  lunch  and  Cally  and  I  stopped  in  our 
cars  —  window  to  window.  He  asked  me  how  I  would  like  to  be  our 
soccer  coach.  We  were  right  across  from  where  the  soccer  field  is  now 
and  I  looked  at  the  field  and  said.  'I  think  there  are  1 1  men  on  a  team  ... 
depending  on  how  you  count  the  goalie.  They  play  it  on  a  big.  green 
field  that  looks  like  a  football  field  and  you  can't  touch  the  ball  with 
your  hands.'  That's  all  I  knew  about  soccer.  Cally  said.  'You're  m\ 
man'"' 

Accepting  the  challenge  while  maintaining  a  teaching  load. 
Stallworth  bought  two  books  and  started  watching  soccer  matches  on 
TV.  He  inherited  a  knowledgeable  assistant  coach  —  a  player  from  the 
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previous  year's  squad  who  had  no  eligibility  left  —  and  held  a  spring 
practice  that  was  as  much  a  learning  experience  for  him  as  his  players. 
After  two  mediocre  seasons,  Stallworth  landed  a  few  freshman  who  had 
played  soccer  in  high  school  and  finished  with  a  respectable  8-5-1 
record  in  his  final  season. 

"I  kid  (current  PC  soccer  coach)  Ralph  Poison  about  the  fact  that  I 
took  over  the  program,  turned  it  around,  and  then  I  retired."  Stallworth 
said.  "Really.  I  was  like  a  high  school  coach  —  everybody  practiced, 
everybody  played,  and  everybody  lettered." 

In  1990.  a  final  challenge  awaited 
Stallworth,  one  for  which  he  seemed  ideally 
suited.  When  he  was  named  Director  (and 
later  Dean)  of  Alumni  Affairs,  a  move  that 
signaled  the  end  of  his  31 -year  teaching 
career.  Stallworth  brought  a  mental  Rolodex 
with  him  to  the  Smith  Administration 
Building. 

"At  that  point,  we  had  6.500  alumni 
out  there  and  I  had  been  on  campus  with 
5,000  of  them.  I  knew  them  to  one  degree 
or  another  and  they  knew  me,  so  it  was  a 
natural,"  he  said.  "I  was  allowed  to 
completely  change  jobs,  and  not  everyone 
gets  a  chance  to  do  that  at  age  57.  I've 
enjoyed  it.  I  still  feel  called  to  be  a  minister 
and,  although  I  had  no  problem  with  that  as 
a  teacher  or  chaplain,  1  had  a  little  bit  of  a 
problem  with  that  as  the  dean  of  alumni 
affairs.  I'm  in  contact  with  people,  but  I 
wouldn't  say  that  I  am  ministering  to  the 
alumni.  That's  stretching  it  a  bit.  But  I've 
been  able  to  stay  in  close  contact  with 
people  and  that's  been  fun." 

That  contact  is  what  has  made  him 
special  to  PC  alumni. 

"I  know  of  nobody  at  PC  who  has  done  a  better  job  of  staying  in 
touch  with  alumni,  not  only  those  in  his  class  but  everyone  who  has 
passed  through  the  campus  since  he  has  been  there,"  Edmunds  said.  "I 
don't  know  of  any  place  he  can  go  in  the  Southeast  and  not  find  a  place 
to  eat  a  meal  or  stay  for  the  night.  He's  one  of  those  people  who  makes 
himself  right  at  home  and  he  is  always  welcome.  He  never  wears  out 
his  stay." 


"Mix  It  Up  With  the  Students" 

Whether  he  was  shouting  instructions  on  a  soccer  field,  discussing

the  day's  lecture  in  class,  or  chatting  with  new  students  during 
freshman  orientation,  Stallworth  has  enjoyed  one  constant  in  his 
professional  life  —  students'  affection  for  one  of  the  most  animated 
and  sincere  individuals  on  the  PC  campus. 

He  and  his  wife,  Mary,  have  become  almost  surrogate  parents  to 
each  flock  of  students  which  makes  its  way  to  campus  every  fall, 
dutifully  urging  those  students  to  fulfill  their  calling  to  the  best  of  their 
abilities. 

"Tom  always  kept  tabs  on  me.  He 
knew  if  I  wasn't  studying  and  he  would  be 
after  me  until  I  was  sitting  at  his  kitchen 
table ...  book  in  hand,"  said  1993  graduate 
Martha  Lynn  Smith.  "One  of  my  most 
memorable  times  at  PC  was  the  Easter 
weekend  I  spent  writing  a  term  paper  at  his 
kitchen  table.  That  was  one  of  the  best 
weekends  of  my  life,  not  only  because  I 
enjoyed  writing  the  paper  but  because  of  the 
comfort  I  felt  from  Tom  and  Mary.  It's  nice 
to  know  that  a  professor  at  your  college  will 
offer  his  home  to  ensure  your  academic 
success." 

For  Stallworth.  such  caring  was 
second  nature.  The  young  man  from  the 
south  side  of  Atlanta  who  challenged 
himself  to  succeed  expected  nothing  less 
from  his  students  at  Presbyterian  College. 
However,  those  nudges  usually  carried  the 
gentle  touch  of  a  minister  as  Stallworth 
successfully  balanced  the  caring  of  a  friend 
and  the  concern  of  a  professor  and 
administrator. 

"I  never  considered  myself  an  ivory 
tower  scholar.  My  method  was  really  to 
mix  it  up  with  the  students,"  he  said.  "I 
could  give  them  their  money's  worth  in  the  classroom,  but  I  think  my 
main  ability  was  communicating  the  information  to  the  students,  and  I 
enjoyed  the  give-and-take  inside  the  classroom  as  well  as  out.  I  played 
intramural  sports  with  them  and  still  talk  to  alumni  about  things  like  a 
touchdown  that  won  an  intramural  championship." 

It  was  that  ability  to  "mix  it  up"  with  students  that  stands  out  in 
the  mind  of  Kathy  Reid  Bangle  '87.  who  knew  Stallworth  not  only  as  a 
student,  but  later  as  a  member  of  the  PC  admissions  office  and  a 
member  of  the  PC  Alumni  Board. 

"I  never  had  him  for  a  class,  but  he  was  the  type  of  professor  who 
sought  to  meet  students  from  all  areas  of  campus."  Bangle  said.  "He 
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went  out  of  his  way  to  find  out  about  me.  my  family,  my  home,  and  what 
was  important  to  me.  We  talked  about  my  educational  and  career  goals. 
I  could  always  tell  he  was  genuinely  interested." 

Tell  Stallworth  your  hometown  and  he  is  likely  to  run  off  a  list  of 
names  of  alumni  and  friends  of  Presbyterian  College.  Roll  down  the 
highway  toward  a  PAR  Social  site  and  he  will  dazzle  you  with  stories  of 
alumni  in  nearby  towns.  Sit  in  his  office  for  any  extended  period  of  time 
and  you  will  see  former  students  dropping  by  to  say  hello.  Since  moving 
to  the  Office  of  Alumni  Affairs,  he  has 
reserved  several  days  each  summer  for  a 
Freshman  Orientation  Sailing  Trip  near 
Charleston  —  an  opportunity  to  get  to  know 
at  least  a  dozen  rising  freshmen. 

And  students  remember  Stallworth. 

Since  being  ordained  a  Presbyterian 
minister.  Stallworth  has  officiated  at  more 
than  50  weddings.  More  than  two-thirds  of 
those  weddings  have  included  a  PC  alum  as 
the  bride  or  groom.  It  is  difficult  to  return 
to  campus  and  not  speak  to  Tom  Stallworth. 

"So  much  changes  over  the  years,  but 
he  is  the  one  constant  at  Presbyterian 
College."  Bangle  said.  "You  know  you  can 
always  go  see  Mr.  Stallworth." 


"This  is  Home" 

A  recent  survey  indicated  that  the 
average  American  holds  more  than  five  jobs 
during  the  course  of  a  lifetime.  Stallworth 
fits  that  trend,  although  nearly  all  of  his  jobs 
have  been  at  Presbyterian  College.  From 
the  classroom  to  the  chapel  to  the  alumni 
office,  he  is  proud  to  call  PC  "home." 

"There  was  a  time  when  1  didn't  think 
I  would  be  at  PC  but  two  years.  Then  it  went  to  three,  then  to  five,  then  I 
had  tenure,  and  then  I  was  here.  At  that  point  1  knew  there  was  no  way  I 
could  leave  PC  because  this  is  home,"  he  said.  "I  planned  to  go  to 
seminary  and  I  planned  to  marry  my  wife  —  and  I  think  those  are  the 
only  two  things  I've  planned  in  my  life.  Everything  else  has  just  come

along.  We'll  see  what  comes  along  in  the  future." 

When  he  moved  into  the  alumni  office  in  1990.  Stallworth  received 

one  of  the  highest  compliments  possible  from  the  late  Ben  Hay  Hammet. 

the  man  known  as  'Mr.  PC  who  served  the  office  for  40  years  during  his 

career.  Hammet  cited  enthusiasm  and  a  "contagious  PC  spirit"  as  keys  to 

Stallworth's  success  at  the  college. 

Despite  that  praise.  Stallworth  remains  humble. 
"I  think  the  PC  Spirit  is  certainly  an  infection  I  have ...  whether  it's 
contagious  or  not  I  don't  know.  I'm  150 
percent  PC  and  have  tried  to  answer  the  call 
of  whatever  the  college  has  wanted  me  to 
do,"  he  said.  "There  was  nothing  in  my 
background  that  said  I  should  have  been  in 
academia  or  stayed  in  academia.  PC  made 
that  difference.  I  don't  think  it  changed 
who  I  was,  but  it  changed  my  opportunities 
and  my  whole  venue.  As  we  always  tell 
prospective  students,  you'll  make  the 
friends  in  college  who  will  be  your  friends 
for  a  lifetime  and  that,  of  course,  has 
certainly  been  true  for  me." 

It  is  evident  that  some  things,  like  Tom 
Stallworth,  his  love  for  Presbyterian 
College,  and  its  love  for  him,  will  never 
change.  It  is  evident  not  only  in  what  he 
has  meant  to  the  college,  but  also  in  the 
words  with  which  he  closed  his  commentary 
in  the  1973  PaC  SaC. 


There's  an  ingredient  in  and  of  this 
community  which  few  miss.  It's  not 
obvious.  May  take  some  time  to  see  it. 
You  may  not  even  want  to  look  for  awhile. 
They  do  not  leave  the  way  they  came.

Co-Authors  Chapter 

In  New  Publication 

r\  recently  published  book  entitled 
•land  Rights:  The  1990s'  Property  Rights 
Rebellion."  includes  a  chapter  co-authored 
by  a  member  of  the  PC  faculty. 

Dr.  Jody  Lipford,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  economics  and  business  adminis- 
tration, wrote  "The  Political  Economy  of 
State  Takings  Legislation."  with  Dr. 
Donald  J.  Boudreaux  of  Clemson  Univer- 
sity. The  chapter  examines  government 
regulations  which  devalue  (or  "take")  pri- 
vate property,  the  demand  for  state-level 
statutory  protection  from  regulatory  tak- 
ings, and  the  economic  and  political  fac- 
tors which  have  led  to  the  introduction  of 
property  rights  legislation  in  most  states 
across  the  country. 

Lipford  and  Boudreaux  determined 
that  coastal  states,  states  experiencing  high 
rates  of  population  growth,  and  states 
with  a  high  share  of  land  owned  by  the 
federal  government  are  more  likely  to 
consider  property  rights  legislation.  On 
the  other  hand,  states  with  a  strong  envi- 
ronment sentiment,  as  measured  by  the 
ratings  given  a  state's  senators  by  the 
League  of  Conservation  Voters,  are  less 
likely  to  introduce  property  rights  legisla- 
tion.

After  earning  a  B.S.  degree  in  accounting 
from  Florida  State  University,  she  worked  for  14 
years  at  Thornwell,  where  her  husband,  John,  serves 
as  physical  plant  director. 

In  1973  she  came  to  PC,  first  as  academic 
recorder,  then  moved  on  to  assistant  registrar, 
associate  registrar,  and,  eventually,  to  the  position 
of  registrar.

Mussel  Man 


Biology  professor  continues  research  with  student 


lent  assistants 


wnce  again  this  summer,  Dr.  Bob  Hudson 
flexed  his  mussel  research. 

Since  the  early  1980s,  Hudson,  a  professor 
of  biology,  has  been  using  freshwater  mussels  to 
test  the  levels  of  toxicity  for  the  Tennessee  Wild- 
life Resources  Agency,  which  has  funded  his 
work  for  the  past  several  years.  Through  proce- 
dures he  has  refined  at  PC,  he  can  determine 
aquatic  toxicity  in  mussel  cultures.  This  summer 
he  had  two  student  assistants  doing  various  projects 
in  this  field. 

One  of  them,  Mark  Hunt  of  Anderson,  S.C., 
is  a  May  graduate  who  earned  his  degree  in  biol- 
ogy. He  had  worked  with  Hudson  in  one  area 
during  his  senior  year  that  had  led  to  a  presenta- 
tion at  the  Southeastern  Microscopy  Society. 

This  summer,  he  did  further  research  on 
aquatic  toxicity  testing.  Using  a  scanning  electron 
microscope,  he  noted  the  developmental  changes 
in  mussels  as  they  grew  from  larvae  to  juveniles. 

"What  we're  trying  to  determine,"  Hudson 
explained,  "is  what  hurts  mussels  and  what  doesn't. 
Mark's  research  will  help  us  set  some  culture 
parameters." 

Unlike  Hunt,  the  second  student,  Katie 
Atkinson,  is  not  a  Presbyterian  College  student.  In 
fact,  she  isn't  even  in  college  yet.

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Biology  Students  Travel 
Through  Colorado  Plateau 


It  has  become  a  rite  of  spring. 

No  sooner  than  the  senior  class  has  gradu- 
ated, a  group  of  undergraduates  from  Presbyterian 
College  spend  two  weeks  on  the  road  for  the  annual 
biology  "fleximester."  Past  excursions  have  taken 
students  and  professors  to  the  Galapagos  Islands, 
to  the  coast  of  Australia,  to  the  Badlands  of  North 
Dakota,  and  to  the  Desert  Southwest. 

This  year,  the  short  course  was  entitled  "Ge- 
ology and  Natural  History  of  the  Colorado  Pla- 
teau," and  Drs.  Mike  Rischbieter  and  Ron 
Zimmerman  were  the  biology  professors  in  charge. 

"We  chose  to  go  there  because,  in  the  Grand 
Canyon  alone,  you've  got  all  of  geologic  history 


laid  out  in  front  of  you."  Zimmerman  said.  "If  you 
hike  from  the  rim  all  the  way  down  to  the  river,  it's 
the  equivalent  of  traveling  from  Mexico  to  Canada. 

"We  also  wanted  the  students  to  come  to 
appreciate  the  natural  beauty  and  understand  how 
it  was  formed,  how  it  was  made,  and  what  man  can 
do  to  it  if  he's  not  careful." 

The  13  students  and  two  professors  began 
their  trip  with  a  flight  to  Las  Vegas  and  a  visit  to  the 
Hoover  Dam.  The  remaining  itinerary  included 
stops  at  the  Grand  Canyon,  Bryce  Canyon  (Utah), 
Arches  National  Park,  and  a  five-day  expedition 
down  the  Colorado  River. 

"We  found  more  fossil  material  than  at  any 


other  place  in  my  life,"  said  Rischbieter,  a 
paleobiologist. 

The  trip  was  not  without  significant  archeo- 
logical  finds.  Ashley  Riddle,  a  rising  senior  from 
Travelers  Rest,  S.C.,  discovered  what  Rischbieter 
determined  to  be  the  upper  end  of  a  raptor's  lower 
leg  bone. 

"During  the  whole  trip,  all  she  wanted  to  do 
was  find  a  dinosaur  bone,"  he  said,  "and  she  did." 

"Most  everything  we  saw  was  pretty  an- 
cient," Rischbieter  said.  "I'd  date  most  of  it  to  the 
Paleozoic  Era  from  500  million  years  ago  to  245 
million  years  ago."

Students  Participate  In  NSF  Research  Program 


A  pair  of  Presbyterian  College  students  from 
Greenville.  S.C.  have  joined  one  of  their  college 
profesors  in  special  summer  research  projects  on 
the  Furman  University  campus. 

Natalie  Stachiw  and  Stephanie  Shirley,  both 
rising  juniors,  were  selected  to  assist  Dr.  David 
Evans,  associate  professor  of  chemistry  at  PC.  in 
separate  National  Science  Foundation  projects. 
part  of  the  NSF  Research  Experience  for  Under- 
graduate program. 

It  marked  the  second  year  that  Evans  has 
taken  PC  students  to  the  Greenville  campus  for 
NSF  research. 


Stachiw 's  primary  task  was  to  create  various 
compounds  that,  when  used  with  ruthenium,  might 
enhance  its  ability  to  capture  solar  energy.  She  also 
was  experimenting  with  new  compounds  in  hopes 
of  developing  better  conductingpolymersformanu- 
facturing  purposes. 

Shirley  also  was  involved  in  two  areas  of 
research,  both  of  which  were  exploratory  in  nature. 
The  first  involved  making  chemical  compounds 
using  uracil  to  see  how  certain  elements  respond 
with  that  basic  unit. 

"It's  basic  chemistry,"  Evans  explained, 
"what  do  thev  react  with  and  what  do  thev  make.

It's  the  kind  of  research  that  pharmaceutical  com- 
panies want  to  know  but  don't  necessarily  have  the 
time  to  do  themselves.  Compounds  from  uracil 
might  lead,  for  instance,  to  tumor-fighting  agents." 
The  second  task  for  Shirley  was  to  create 
new  compounds  with  the  element  iridium.  This. 
Evans  said,  was  chemistry  the  in  purest  form.  "She 
was  looking  for  a  whole  new  type  of  chemical 
bond,"  he  said,  "just  to  see  if  we  can  make  it."

Trustees'  Self-evaluation  Sends 
Strong  Message  of  Commitment 

Few  people  know  Presbyterian  College 
better  than  Dr.  Joe  Brooks. 

As  a  Presbyterian  minister,  he  has  been 
aware  of  the  college's  close  connections  with 
the  church,  and  how  that  relationship  remained 
true  even  when  other  schools  were  loosening 
the  ties  in  the  1960s,  '70s,  and  '80s. 

As  senior  pastor  of  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Clinton  since 
1981,  he  has  taken  part  in  many  facets 
of  college  life  —  from  attending  Blue 
Hose  basketball  games  and  weekly 
cultural  events  to  ministering  to  those 
PC  students  who  worship  in  his 
congregation  every  Sunday  morning. 

As  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  over  the  past  20  years,  he  has 
helped  create  policies  that  guide  and 
govern  the  institution,  and  he  has 
watched  PC  evolve  into  one  of  the 
premier  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the 
Southeast. 

And  as  a  parent  whose  daughter, 
Marty,  graduated  from  PC  in  1981,  he 
has  witnessed  how  those  policies  actually  take 
shape  and  affect  the  day-to-day  college 
experience. 

Indeed,  Joe  Brooks  knows  PC.  Yet  even 
he  can  learn  something  new  —  as  he  did  last 
November  when  the  Presbyterian  College 
Board  of  Trustees  met  in  Asheville,  N.C.,  for  a 
three-day  retreat  that  focused  on  the  trustees 
themselves  and  the  effectiveness  of  their 
service  to  the  institution.  It  was  to  be  the  last 
meeting  before  his  term  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  expired. 

Dr.  Tom  Holland,  director  of  the  doctoral 
program  and  professor  of  Social  Work  at  the 
University  of  Georgia,  conducted  the  board 
evaluation,  based  on  a  process  that  he  and  two 


colleagues  have  created  and  refined  over  the 
past  several  years  and  administered  to 
numerous  other  non-profit  boards.  Based  on  a 
detailed  questionnaire  completed  by  the 
trustees,  Holland  examined  various  dimensions 
of  the  board's  competency  and  performance. 

The  bottom  line?  Presbyterian  College's 
Board  of  Trustees  rates  as  an  extremely 
effective  board. 

But,  as  more  than  one  person  familiar 
with  PC's  recent  track  record  might  ask.  didn't 


we  already  know  that? 

Perhaps,  says  Joe  Brooks,  but  there's 
more  to  it  than  that. 

"The  very  fact  that  we  did  this  self- 
evaluation  is  a  big  message  in  itself,"  Brooks 
says.  "The  board  was  willing  to  look  at  itself, 
and  ask  serious  questions  about  the  college's 
mission  and  the  role  we  play  in  achieving  that 
mission.  Even  though  we  all  would  say  that  the 
institution  is  strong  and  things  at  PC  are  going 
well,  I  believe  that  it  helps  for  you  to  step 
outside  of  yourself,  in  a  sense,  and  examine 
who  you  are  and  what  you  do.  It  confirmed 
things  that  we  assumed  or  that  we  already 
thought  we  knew.  We  might  not  have  learned

so  much  that  was  new,  but  through  a  process 
like  this,  we  now  understand  the  issues  better. 
"What  it  seems  to  me  that  this  particular 
exercise  did  was  to  reconfirm,  reunite,  and 
recommit  the  board  around  its  mission." 

A  Level  of  Commitment 

PC  trustee  Jane  Jameson  remembers 
receiving  the  packet  late  last  summer.  Sent  out 
from  the  office  of  PC  President  Ken  Orr,  it 
contained  a  book,  "The  Effective  Board  of 
Trustees,"  and  a  questionnaire  inquiring  into 
numerous  areas  of  the  trustees'  role  and 
performance. 

She  looked  at  the  material,  and  she 
looked  at  her  busy  calender  as  vice  president 
for  human  resources  for  the  University  of 
South  Carolina.  And  then  she  looked  back  at 
the  material. 

A  decision  was  made  —  one  that  is 
characteristic  of  the  level  of  commitment  that 
Tom  Holland  found  when  evaluating  PC's 
Board  of  Trustees. 

"I  thought,  gosh,  this  is  great  information 
but  how  am  I  going  to  have  time  to  fill  this 
out?,"  Jameson,  a  1969  graduate  of  PC,  recalls. 
"But  then  I  just  told  myself,  "This  is  important. 
I  need  to  find  the  time  —  and  all  the  time 
necessary  —  and  not  just  do  five  or  10 
questions  as  I  get  the  chance.'  When  you 
accept  the  responsibility  as  a  trustee,  I  think 
you  should  accept  responsibility  to  read  the 
materials  and  learn  as  much  as  you  can  since 
you're  not  there  day-to-day.  Even  for  someone 
like  me  who  is  involved  in  higher  education, 
when  you  look  at  your  own  alma  mater,  you 
always  look  at  it  through  the  veil  of  how  you 
saw  it  when  you  were  in  school." 

And  so  it  was  done.  Seventy-three 
statements  both  straightforward  and  indirect 
addressed  various  aspects  of  the  work  of  a 
non-profit  board,  and  trustees  were  instructed 
to  choose  one  of  four  responses  for  each: 
strongly  agree,  agree,  disagree,  or  strongly 


•  The  board  reviews  the  organization 's 
mission  at  least  once  every  five  years. 


•  In  discussing  key  issues,  it  is  not 
unusual  for  someone  on  the  board  to  talk  about 
what  this  organization  stands  for  and  how  that 
is  related  to  the  matter  at  hand. 

•  Differences  of  opinion  in  board 
decisions  are  more  often  settled  by  vote  than 
by  more  discussion. 

•  This  board  has  on  occasion  evaded 
responsibility  for  some  important  issue  facing 
the  organization. 

And  so  forth. 

Unlike  Brooks,  who  was  attending  his 
final  meeting  as  a  trustee,  Jameson's  arrival  in 
Asheville  marked  only  her  second  meeting 
after  having  joined  the  Board  of  Trustees  that 
spring.  The  retreat  proved  to  be  both 
instructional  and  valuable  for  her. 

"As  a  very  new  trustee,  I  saw  this  as  an 
opportunity  to  hear  what  other  trustees  had  on 
their  minds,"  she  says.  "I  was  so  encouraged 
by  the  retreat  because  people  opened  up  and 
talked.  The  more  involvement  you  have,  the 
more  discussion  and  activity  you'll  get." 

Another  trustee  attending  only  his  second 
meeting  was  Dr.  Carl  Carpenter,  a  former 
professor  and  administrator  at  South  Carolina 
State  University.  As  an  educator,  he  has  been 
involved  in  numerous  self-study  exercises,  and 
he  was  immediately  impressed  that  the  PC 
leadership  had  the  confidence  to  take  this  step. 
After  all,  as  Holland  would  later  point  out,  the 
governing  body  of  a  private  organization  does 
not  have  to  invite  such  scrutiny  in  the  way  a 
publicly  funded  organization  does. 

"My  experience  is  that  if  you're 
confident,  you  have  no  problem  opening  up 
and  brainstorming  —  and  you're  willing  to 
take  your  blows,"  Carpenter  says.  "Frank 
(Harrington)  as  chair  and  Ken  (Orr)  as 
president  both  impress  me  as  individuals  who 
exude  confidence  in  what  they  do.  They're  not 
there  to  hold  positions  of  authority;  they're 
there  to  serve  that  institution,  and,  in  doing  so 
effectively,  they  are  willing  to  invite  input 
from  other  members  of  the  college  community. 

"Sure,  it's  risky  business  from  the 
perspective  that  we  could  have  let  you  have  it

But  they  have 
that  level  of  confidence  that  the  result  will  be 
healthy  discussion,  and  out  of  that  discussion 
the  institution  can  begin  to  grow.  When  you 
stifle  people,  the  process  becomes  perfunctory, 
and  the  board  —  and.  ultimately,  the  institution 
—  doesn't  have  opportunity  to  grow.  If  you 
open  up.  then  you  allow  people  to  brainstorm 
and  you  strategically  plan." 

Characteristic  Leadership 

No.  it  was  not  something  that  Ken  Orr.  as 
president  of  a  private  institution,  had  to  do.  but 
longtime  trustee  and  alumnus  Bennett  Brown 
says  such  action  illustrates  how  Orr  has  always 
put  the  welfare  of  the  college  ahead  of  any 
personal  agendas. 

"I  think  it  is  characteristic  of  Ken  Orr's 
leadership  to  take  the  challenge  of  self- 
evaluation  and  not  to  be  intimidated  by  that, 
whether  it's  an  evaluation  of  his  office,  his 
administrative  staff,  the  faculty,  or  the  board." 
says  Brown,  a  1950  graduate  who  rose  to  the 
position  of  chief  executive  officer  of  C&S 
Bank  and  retired  as  chairman  of  the  board  of 
NationsBank.  "It's  a  process  that  does  run  the 
risk  of  exposing  any  weaknesses  that  might 
exist  as  well  as  applauding  the  strengths  and 
achievements,  but.  in  my  mind,  it's  typical  of 
Ken  Orr  to  take  that  step.  I  don't  know  that  he 
paused  long  enough  to  say.  'I'm  taking  a  risk 
here  that  might  come  back  to  embarrass  me  or 
the  institution.'  Instead,  he  is  the  kind  of 
person  who  simply  says.  "We're  going  to  do 
this  because  it's  important  that  we  strive  to 
enhance  Presbyterian  College.'" 

And.  in  the  end.  that  was  indeed  the 
result.  Holland's  evaluation  pointed  to 
numerous  strengths  on  which  the  board  should 
continue  to  place  its  attention,  such  as  a 
commitment  to  the  college's  mission  and  an 
avid  interest  in  educating  the  board  about  PC's 
activities  and  challenges.  He  also  cited  a  few 
areas  where  improvement  could  be  made. 

As  a  direct  response  to  his  critique,  a 
new  committee  was  created  before  the  retreat 
in  Asheville  had  adjourned.  The  Goals. 
Evaluation  and  Expectation  Committee  was 


charged  with  a  three-pronged  assignment: 
initiate  long-range  strategies  to  address  issues 
of  higher  education  in  the  21st  century; 
conduct  more  extensive  orientation  for  new- 
board  members:  and  develop  a  plan  for 
periodic  evaluation  of  the  board  by  other 
college  constituencies,  such  as  alumni, 
students,  faculty,  and  staff. 

The  Acid  Test 

It  is  that  last  item  —  inviting  input  on 
their  performance  from  other  groups  affiliated 
with  PC  —  that,  in  Tom  Holland's  opinion,  is 
the  acid  test  of  the  truly  effective  governing 
board. 

"I  think  that  it  is  rare  that  a  board  has  the 
courage  and  the  guts  to  take  the  step  that  the 
PC  board  took,"  Holland  says.  "It  bespeaks  to 
me  a  sense  of  solidarity,  of  maturity.  I'm  not 
aware  of  many  other  boards  that  have  taken  the 
risks  that  this  board  did.  And  it  is  risky. 
Negative  feedback  is  hard  to  hear.  It's 
unpleasant. 

"If  I  had  to  pinpoint  what  I  believe, 
across  the  board,  is  the  single  biggest  problem 
in  non-profit  boards  is  this  issue  of  not  being 
accountable ...  but  if  they're  the  stewards  of  an 
organization's  resources  and  the  carriers  of  its 
heritage,  then  every  now  and  then  they  ought 
to  ask.  'Are  we  doing  a  good  job?  And  could 
we  do  a  better  job'1' 

"I  think  it  speaks  of  a  courage  and 
maturation  that  PC's  board  is  willing  to  say. 
'Give  us  some  feedback  on  how  to  do  it 
better.'"  Holland  adds.  "Granted,  you'll 
inevitably  have  some  malcontent  who  is  going 
to  raise  some  question  out  of  leftfield  that  is 
totally  off  the  wall  and  irresponsible,  and 
people  will  say.  'See  there,  I  told  you  we 
shouldn't  have  been  doing  this  stupid 
evaluation.'  Well,  we  all  have  to  deal  with  that 
from  time  to  time.  Take  what  they  say  in  a 
context. 

"What's  important  is  that  PC  has  got  the 
things  in  place  to  keep  the  community  strong. 
When  you  have  those  bonds  in  place,  then  you 
have  the  freedom  to  say  to  each  other,  'Tell  me 
how  I  can  do  my  job  better.'"

Georgia  Professor  Praises  Trustees 
For  Understanding  PC's  Identity 

What  makes  one  board  of  trustees  more 
effective  than  another?  Is  it  the  way  the  board 
is  structured?  Its  size'?  Its  bylaws?  The 
frequency  of  its  meetings'?  Or  are  there  certain 
specific  skills  and  abilities  that  effective 
boards  possess0 

After  interviewing  over  100  trustees  and 
presidents  on  22  independent  college 
campuses,  the  authors  identified  six  distinct  yet 
related  skill  sets  that  characterize  effective 

boards... 

From  "The  Effective  Board  of  Trustees" 
by  Richard  P.  Chait,  Thomas  P.  Holland,  and 
Barbara  E.  Taylor,  Oryx  Press,  199) 

Through  his  travels  and  examinations. 
Dr.  Tom  Holland  has  seen  his  share  of  college 
governing  boards.  Strong  ones  and  weak  ones. 
Dynamic  ones  and  uninspired  ones.  Boards 
whose  trustees  come  to  meetings  promptly, 
poised  and  prepared,  and  boards  whose 
trustees  don't  come  to  meetings,  period. 
Boards  with  a  president  obsessed  with  control, 
and  boards  with  a  president  who  has  the 
backbone  of  a  jellyfish.  Definitive  boards  that 
discuss,  debate,  and  decide,  and  tentative 
boards  that  twist,  turn,  and  table. 

Yes,  Tom  knows  boards. 

And  he  likes  what  he  sees  at  Presbyterian 
College. 

That  was  apparent  after  a  three-day 
retreat  in  Asheville.  N.C..  last  November  when 
he  evaluated  PC's  Board  of  Trustees.  Using  a 
process  that  he  and  colleagues  Dick  Chait  and 
Barbara  Taylor  have  refined  over  the  past 
several  years  as  a  result  of  a  grant  from  the 
Lilly  Endowment.  Holland  focused  on  the  six 
areas  of  skill  sets  referred  to  in  the  excerpt 
from  the  book  detailing  their  research  and 
findings.  "The  Effective  Board  of  Trustees." 

The  six  areas,  or  dimensions,  the  authors 


say.  serve  as  indicators  as  to  a  board's 
effectiveness,  or  lack  thereof: 

•  Contextual  Dimension,  or  how  well  the 
board  understands  the  institution's  mission, 
culture,  and  values: 

•  Educational  Dimension,  or  how  well- 
informed  the  trustees  are  about  the  institution 
and  their  role; 

•  Interpersonal  Dimension,  or  how  well 
the  board  functions  as  a  cohesive  group; 

•  Analytical  Dimension,  or  what  kind  of 
discussion  and  debate  takes  place  in  problem- 
solving; 

•  Political  Dimension,  or  the  what  steps

are  taken  to  build  and  maintain  good  relation- 
ships: and 

•  Strategic  Dimension,  or  how  much 
attention  is  focused  on  issues  and  priorities 
affecting  the  institution's  future. 

Seated  in  his  cozy  office  on  the  campus  of 
the  University  of  Georgia  in  Athens,  Holland 
becomes  animated  when  talking  about  his 
research  and  its  implications  for  higher 
education.  In  many  cases,  he  and  his  colleagues

ANALYSIS 


The  scores  for  the  Board  of  Presbyterian  College  show  broad  agreement  on  the  use  of  the 
mission  statement  in  decision  making,  the  value  of  board  education  and  the  need  to  make 
decisions  that  will  help  mold  the  future  of  the  College.  Board  responses  would  seem  to 
suggest  that  the  decision  making  process  of  this  board  may  be  characterized,  in  part,  by 
members  as  not  engaging  in  dissenting  opinions,  by  less  brainstorming  than  some  board 
members  may  like  and  by  a  lack  of  a  specific  board  evaluation  process. 


THE  SIX  COMPETENCIES 


CONTEXTUAL 

The  board  understands  and  takes 
into  account  the  culture  and 
norms  of  the  organization  it  governs. 
ANALYTICAL 

The  board  recognizes  complexi- 
ties and  subtleties  in  the  issues  it 
faces,  and  draws  upon  multiple 
perspectives  to  dissect  complex 
problems  and  to  synthesize  appro- 
priate responses. 


EDUCATIONAL 

The  board  takes  the  necessary  steps 
to  ensure  that  members  are  well- 
informed  about  the  organization,  the 
profession,  and  the  board's  roles, 
responsibilities,  and  performance. 

POLITICAL 

The  board  accepts  as  one  of  its 

primary  responsibilities  the  need  to 
develop  and  maintain  healthy  rela- 
tionships among  key  constituencies.

have  discovered  direct  correlations  between 
how  certain  governing  boards  function  and 
how  their  institutions  perform. 

And  while  there  is  no  hard-and-fast 
blueprint  for  success,  some  scenarios  stand  a 
better  chance  of  working  effectively  than 
others.  Holland  says. 

"I've  found  three  general  kinds  of 
boards."  he  explains.  "One  is  like  a  corporate 
headquarters  where  you  have  the  CEO  who 
calls  the  shots.  If  you  have  aggressive,  highly 
energetic  vice  presidents  who  are  all  thinking 
that  they  will  make  a  name  here  and  then 
transfer  out  to  be  a  president  somewhere  else, 
it  runs  very  much  like  a  corporation  and  you 

can  be  very  successful  at        

doing  that.  I  don't  think  it's 
very  strong  on  mission  or 
service,  but  it  can  be  very 
financially  lucrative.  It's  a 
good  way  to  make  money 
when  it's  run  like  a 
corporation  —  it's  not  my 
favorite  work  environment, 
but  I  have  seen  effective 
colleges  work  that  way." 

A  second  style  of 
board  operation,  he  says, 
puts  the  trustees  in  a 
subservient  role. 

"This  kind  is  more 
like  an  auxiliary,  where  the 
president  is  the  whole 

show  and  the  board  serves  as  cheerleaders  and 
carries  out  errands."  Holland  says.  "They're 
loyal  to  the  place,  but  they  don't  exercise 
initiative.  Their  basic  job  is  to  be  supportive  of 
the  president  —  like  any  good  auxiliary.  And 
as  long  as  you  have  a  powerful  executive  who 
is  very  smart,  it  can  work.  It's  not  my  kind  of 
board,  but  I've  seen  them  work." 

Then  comes  his  personal  preference. 

"The  third  kind  is  more  like  Presbyterian 
College,"  he  says.  "It's  like  a  community 
where  everybody  is  a  member  of  the 
cooperative  and  we  all  have  a  stake  in  its 
success.  Different  people's  talents  are  used  in 
concert  like  a  symphony,  where  some  people

are  good  on  violin  and  some  people  are  good 
on  drums,  but  everybody  feels  an  ownership  of 
the  music.  In  this  scenario,  the  CEO  has  to  be 
much  more  behind  the  scenes.  Sure,  he  or  she 
is  out  there  in  front,  symbolically,  but  a  lot  of 
the  effort  behind  the  scenes  is  linking  person 
and  tasks  and  keeping  communication  lines 
open.  There's  a  real  strong  sense  of  mission 
that  drives  all  that. 

"That's  my  kind  of  board,  and  I  think  that 
in  the  long  run.  those  are  the  ones  that  are 
going  to  be  healthy  for  centuries."  Holland 
says.  "The  other  two  types  are  going  to  be 
healthy  as  long  as  they  have  a  stable 
environment,  so  long  as  things  stay  the  way 
that  they  are,  and  so  long 
as  they  keep  the 
executive  in  place. 
They're  person- 
dependent  and  authority- 
dependent  where  the 
third  kind  is  dependant 
on  a  team  of  people 
rather  than  a  single 
mastermind." 

A  Sense  of  Mission 

In  discussing  PC's 
Board  of  Trustees, 
Holland  starts  with  the 
first  dimension  —  the 
trustees'  understanding 
of  the  college's  mission 
and  values.  The  responses  from  the  question- 
naire fdled  out  by  the  PC  trustees  showed 
overwhelming  agreement  that  their  decision- 
making process  is  guided  by  that  mission,  and 
Holland  says  that  goes  a  long  way  toward 
explaining  why  PC.  as  a  dedicated  church- 
related  institution,  has  experienced  steady 
progress. 

"A  number  of  colleges  that  have  their 
roots  in  one  or  another  church  denomination 
and  have  retained  those  roots  and  nurtured 
them  are  very  clear  about  their  mission,"  he 
says.  "Many  schools,  years  ago.  decided  to 
sever  those  connections  and  move  away  from 
that  —  and  some  have  been  able  to  come  up

Forty  trustees,  forty  different  reasons  for  serving.  Here's  just  a  sampling  of  what  serving  on  the 
PC  Board  of  Trustees  means  to  its  members: 

DR.  JOE  DONAHO,  whose  church  avidly  supports  the  college  and  its  programs 

It's  probably  the  most  meaningful  board  service  that  I've  had  in  years,  and  it's  because  our  board 
really  has  an  opportunity  to  serve.  Ken  Orr  makes  good  use  of  the  board  members,  so  as  soon 
as  you  join  the  board,  you  feel  involved  and  active.  Also,  I  really  appreciate  the  sense  of  mission, 
of  PC  really  helping  students.  But  I  think  I'm  most  pleased  that  PC  is,  and  always  has  been, 
unashamedly  proud  of  being  associated  with  the  church.  In  my  mind,  that  it  its  most  distinctive 
feature. 

IRWIN  BELK,  an  integral  supporter  and  benefactor  of  PC  for  four  decades 

I  have  served  on  different  boards  of  different  colleges,  maybe  as  many  as  eight,  but  this  is  one  of 
the  best  colleges  in  the  country.  The  scholarship  program  is  excellent;  the  morals  and  principles 
that  the  institution  espouses  are  outstanding;  the  faculty  is  simply  first-rate.  I  can't  say  anything 
but  good  things  about  Presbyterian  College,  and  that's  why  I  continue  to  be  involved  with  it. 

PETE  SLOAN,  a  1955  alumnus  who  first  joined  the  board  in  1977 

I  think  you  always  get  a  little  bit  of  personal  satisfaction  when  you  can  make  a  small  contribution 
to  the  institution  that  you  hold  near  and  dear,  as  I  do  Presbyterian  College.  I've  gotten  to  know 
wonderful  people  during  my  years  on  the  board,  and  it's  always  nice  to  make  new  friends  and 
renew  old  acquaintances  such  as  Frank  Harrington,  who  was  in  school  with  me. 

PIERCE  MERRY,  a  former  PC  parent  who  has  served  since  1988 

PC  was  the  school  that  educated  my  daughter.  I  had  known  of  it  for  years  being  a  Presbyterian, 
and  when  I  was  invited  to  be  on  the  Board  of  Visitiors,  it  gave  me  a  chance  see  the  school,  talk 
with  the  students,  and  meet  the  professors  —  and  I  thoroughly  enjoyed  it.  When  I  was  later 
asked  to  become  a  member  of  Board  of  Trustees,  it  gave  me  a  complete  picture  of  the 
management  of  the  college  in  full  function.  To  be  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  an  honor  that  I  will 
cherish  long  after  my  service  to  the  college  is  over. 

GEORGE  CORNELSON,  whose  grandfather  and  great  grandfather  also  served  on  the  board 

It's  an  especially  great  honor  to  serve  as  a  trustee  of  the  same  institution  where  my  grandfather 
served  from  1903-04  and  my  great  grandfather  served  1880-1901.  And  right  now  is  an  exciting 
time  to  be  a  part  of  Presbyterian  College,  because  so  many  great  things  are  happening  there. 

BILL  MATTHEWS,  a  1952  graduate  whose  two  sons  have  also  attended  PC 

PC  had  a  very  positive  impact  on  my  life.  I  have  continued  to  stay  close  to  the  college.  I  think  it's 
important  that  alumni  have  input  in  the  future  of  the  school.  We  all  have  different  reasons  why 
we're  so  impressed  with  PC,  but  those  reasons  give  us  the  chance  to  provide  the  same  benefits 
to  future  students. 

JIM  SPRADLEY,  who  first  joined  the  board  more  than  20  years  ago 

I  appreciate  what  PC  is  doing.  To  see  the  Christian  values  involved  in  the  school  is  very  pleasing 
to  me  as  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  My  involvement  on  the  board  brings  me  back  to 
the  school,  and  I  enjoy  seeing  the  activities  of  students  and  being  a  part  of  it  all. 

DR.  JOHN  MILLER,  who  received  an  honorary  degree  from  PC  in  1986 

I  feel  much  closer  to  PC  because  of  my  association  with  the  board,  and  the  more  I  know  about  it, 
the  more  impressed  I  am  with  virtually  every  aspect  of  PC.  I  think  it  is  a  genuinely  first-class 
academic  institution;  I'm  very  impressed  with  Ken  Orr  and  with  all  the  rest  of  those  in  the 
administation;  I  really  have  enjoyed  getting  to  know  some  of  the  faculty  and  students,  and  I'm 
really  impressed  with  the  quality  of  both.  And  as  a  minister,  I  think  my  association  with  the  board 
has  proven  the  validity  of  Christian  colleges  —  that  the  emphasis  on  religion  and  faith  that  is 
evident  there  is  a  very  worthwhile  expression  of  the  church  in  higher  education. 
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with  a  new  direction  and  formulate  a  clear 
sense  of  mission,  but  a  lot  of  them  haven't.  In 
fact,  some  that  I've  interviewed  right  in  North 
and  South  Carolina  are  just  at  a  loss  as  far  as 
their  mission  and  why  they  exist. 

"Some  schools  will  try  anything  —  from 
a  ropes  course  or  any  continuing  ed  (educa- 
tion) gimmick-type  workshop —just  to  keep 
enrollment.  Well,  that's  a  very  short-run 
strategy  because  people  catch  on  to  that  and 
begin  to  realize  that  you.  as  an  institution, 
haven't  got  a  soul." 

On  the  PC  campus,  the  church  connec- 
tion has  always  been  an  integral  ingredient.  So 
now,  as  many  schools  clamor  to  get  in  step 
with  the  renewed  interest  in  ethics  and  honor. 
PC's  long-standing  mission  to  provide  a 
values-based  education  points  to  consistency 
and  stability,  Holland  indicated. 

"I  sense  that  Presbyterian  College  has  a 
real  deep  sense  of  rootedness  and  commitment 
to  mission,  and  that  is  fundamentally 
important,"  he  said. 
"Other  things  fall  in 
line  if  you  know 
where  you're  going 
and  why.  There  might 
be  a  lot  of  problems 
in  the  road  getting 
there,  but  if  you  don't 
know  where  you're 
going,  you'll  just 
flounder  around." 

For  even  the 
newest  trustee,  the 
message  of  the 
mission  comes 
through  clearly  as  the 

board  does  its  business.  That  was  certainly  true 
for  Dr.  Carl  Carpenter,  who  joined  the  board  in 
the  spring  of  1994.  While  Carpenter  had  served 
on  PC's  Board  of  Visitors  as  well  as  on  a 
Synod  of  South  Atlantic  committee  that 
focuses  on  the  church's  higher  educational 
institutions,  he  was  impressed  by  the  vigor  by 
which  the  board  embraces  PC's  stated  mission. 

"There  is  a  unanimity  among  the  board 
about  the  college's  mission."  Carpenter  says, 
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Ministers  such  as  Jim  Speed 
appreciate  PC's  commitment 
to  a  values-based  education. 


"and  I  think  the  board  has  reinforced  the 
connection  between  PC  and  the  church.  I  know 
of  some  church-related  schools  that  have 
somewhat  strayed  from  that  role  over  the  years 
and  are  searching  for  their  identity  within  the 
church,  but  PC  has  never  been  one  of  those  — 
and,  as  a  result,  we  are  where  we  should  be  in 
that  regard." 

Another  trustee.  Dr.  Jim  Speed  of 
Marietta,  Ga„  takes  it  a  step  further. 

"A  large  number  of  institutions'  boards 
don't  know  what  the  institution  is  about."  says 
Speed,  pastor  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Marietta  and  a  member  of  the  PC  board  for 
eight  years.  "Most  people,  if  you  asked  them 
the  purpose  of  a  child  getting  a  college 
education,  would  say  it  is  to  get  a  good  job, 
and  that's  a  very,  very  short-sighted  goal. 

"But  if  you've  got  a  parent  who  has  gone 
to  PC  or  a  similar  liberal  arts  college,  you've 
got  a  person  who  values  what  they  had  and 
knows  that  it's  more  than  getting  a  job." 


Keeping  Informed  On  Issues 

The  trustees'  responses,  while 
generally  in  agreement,  did 
occasionally  vary  as  to  how  strongly 
they  all  agreed  or  disagreed  with  a 
statement.  In  the  area  of  the  board's 
continuing  education  about  the 
college  and  its  challenges,  however, 
the  average  responses  were  scored 
highest  of  all  the  competencies. 
That,  according  to  Holland's 
detailed  evaluation  based  on  the 
questionnaire,  was  most  unusual  — 
in  fact,  he  says,  the  Educational 
Dimension  was  normally  the  lowest 
scoring  by  comparable  boards. 

"One  thing  I  noticed  about  PC  which  is 
probably  rather  distinctive  even  among 
colleges  with  a  good  sense  of  mission  is  that 
they  spend  time  on  board  education."  Holland 
says.  "With  strong  boards  I'm  often  in  the 
position  of  saying,  'You're  strong,  but  do  you 
understand  how  you  got  strong,  and  what  are 
you  doing  purposefully  to  extend  that 
strength?'  Often  they  don't  have  an  answer  to

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that.  It's  almost  as  if  they  accidentally  got 
strong  —  much  like  you're  accidentally  a  good 
parent  but  you  haven't  thought  about  parenting 
very  much.  But  unlike  parenting,  a  board 
always  has  new  members  coming  in  and 
you've  got  teach  them. 

"So  one  of  the  things  I  was  really 
impressed  with  about  PC's  board  was  the 
purpose  of  attention  to  education,  where 
developing  the  board's  skills  consciously, 
through  retreats,  reflection  on  how  they  carry 
out  business,  what  they  can  be  doing 
better.  That's  a  real  distinction  there, 
and  a  very  welcomed  one  —  it  stands 
out  in  my  memory  as  a  characteristic 
of  PC  that  sets  it  apart,  even  from 
other  very  strong  boards  that  I've 
known." 

That  commitment  to  continuing 
education  runs  deep  throughout  the 
board,  and  it  makes  retreats  such  as 
the  one  in  Asheville  a  valuable  time 
for  trustees  to  learn. 

"The  genius  of  such  a  retreat." 
says  board  secretary  Dr.  Fred  Davison, 
"is  that  it  gets  people  to  say  things  and 
address  problems  that  they  just  don't 
normally  look  at  during  a  highly 
structured  meeting.  There  are  a  lot  of  bright 
people  on  that  board,  and  they  need  to  be 
heard." 

Carpenter  points  to  the  complex  nature  of 
higher  education  issues  facing  college  and 
university  leaders  as  the  21st  century 
approaches.  To  get  a  grasp  of  such  issues,  he 
says,  requires  expert  explanation  and  indepth 
discussion  that  can  be  difficult  to  accomplish 
in  a  typical  meeting. 

"I  think  there  is  a  need  from  time  to  time 
for  both  trustees  and  administrators  to  get 
away  from  familiar  surroundings,"  he  says. 
"There  is  a  need  for  them  to  discuss,  in 
general,  issues  pertaining  to  higher  education 
and,  specifically,  higher  education  in  the 
private  college  sector,  and,  in  particular,  higher 
education  at  Presbyterian  College.  Some  of 
these  issues  will  be  applicable  to  PC;  some 
will  not.  Taking  part  in  retreats  such  as  those 


involving  the  Board  of  Trustees  offers  the 
opportunity  for  those  necessary  discussions  to 
take  place.  I  think  that's  one  of  the  best  things 
that  we  can  do." 

As  one  who  has  seen  such  pivotal  issues 
hit  unprepared  institutions  broadside.  Holland 
praises  PC's  trustees  for  their  willingness  to 
watch  the  academic  horizon  for  higher 
education's  warning  signs. 

"That  can  only  bode  well  for  the  future," 
he  says,  "because  if  they're  paying  attention,

they'll  learn.  It's  the  people  who  aren't  paying 
attention  —  for  them,  it's  random  happen- 
stance if  they  learn  anything." 

Diversity  and  Debate 

While  the  vast  majority  of  Holland's 
evaluation  cited  the  strengths  of  PC's  Board  of 
Trustees,  he  did  offer  gentle  prodding  toward 
improvement  in  two  particular  areas:  increased 
diversity  of  perspectives  and  more  passionate 
debate  in  decision-making. 

While  Holland  says  the  board's 
membership  embodies  a  good  cross-section  of 
society,  the  trustees'  responses  to  certain 
statements  on  his  questionnaire  indicated  that 
viewpoints  generally  run  in  agreement  and  true 
debate  is  limited. 

"I  grew  up  in  a  family  that  was  very 
doubtful  about  the  value  of  conflict."  Holland 
says.  "A  lot  of  people  don't  see  that  as  a  source 
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T  r  u  s  t  e  e  s 


of  innovation  and  creativity.  You  sacrifice 
creativity  for  stability  in  that  sort  of  safe  and 
secure  environment.  Now  I'm  certainly  not  one 
to  advocate  conflict  just  for  the  sake  of 
watching  blood  flow,  but  think  back  to  those 
freshman  dormitory  bull  sessions  where  you 
really  got  into  arguments  with  each  other  —  I 
learned  so  much  in  those  discussions,  at  least 
as  much  as  I  did  in  class.  I  would  be  so 
irritated  at  this  guy  across  the  circle  who 
thought  that  what  I  knew  was  wrong,  and  the 
effort  to  try  to  convince  him  that  he  was  wrong 
and  I  was  right  drew  out  of  me  my  best 
arguments  and,  also,  some  doubts  that  I  might 
not  be  completely  right  on  this. 

"I  deal  with  so  many  boards  who  have 
what  I  call  a  'terminal  etiquette,'  and  it's 
deadly.  They're  so  polite  to 
each  other  —  until  they  get  out 
to  the  parking  lot  and  then  they 
say,  'I  cannot  believe  what  Joe 
was  in  there  saying.  He  didn't 
even  take  into  account  this  and 
this  and  that...'  You  waste  that 
good  energy.  You've  got  to  trust 
that  in  those  discussions  you 
really  can  confront  a  person." 

But  this  is  one  area, 
trustees  say,  where  their 
responses  might  not  have  truly 
reflected  reality.  Jim  Speed,  for 
one,  admits  that  while  the  PC  trustees  probably 
do  engage  in  less  rather  than  more  debate,  past 
meetings  have  not  been  without  significant 
differences  of  opinions  on  important  topics. 
And  another  trustee  points  out  that  the  PC 
board's  high  scores  in  its  understanding  of  the 
mission  statement  might  mean  that  the  trustees 
come  to  each  discussion  with  more  in  common 
than  typical  boards,  thus  reducing  the  level  of 
conflict. 

Still  another  says  that  debate  exists;  it's 
just  not  hostile  in  nature. 

"We  do  debate,  but  we  also  can  disagree 
without  being  disagreeable,"  says  Carpenter. 
"Yes,  I'm  in  higher  education  as  a  profession, 
but  we  have  some  trustees  in  the  business  and 
corporate  sector,  others  from  secondary 


schools,  and  a  number  of  ministers  as  well.  So 
from  all  those  varied  experiences,  we're  going 
to  get  debate  and  discussion,  but  it's  going  to 
be  within  the  framework  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  is  with  dignity  and  understand- 
ing. We  had  some  strong  emotions  expressed 
during  that  retreat,  especially  on  the  issue  of 
positioning  PC  strategically  for  the  future.  But 
out  of  that  healthy  debate  will  come  a  good 
consensus,  and  once  that  concensus  is 
determined,  we,  as  a  board,  will  also  be  behind 
it." 

A  Well-rounded  Perspective 

Trustee  Jane  Jameson  understands  the 
need  for  a  variety  of  perspectives  being 
represented  by  the  PC  board,  and  she  says  this 
group  of  trustees  reflects  that 
diversity,  especially  in 
balancing  professionals  from 
academe  with  those  from  the 
business  sector. 

"I  think  the  perspectives 
are  pretty  well-rounded  from 
the  current  members  of  the 
board,  and  I  think  the  board 
is  diverse  enough  so  that  we 
bring  different  strengths  to 
this.  We  listen  to  each  other," 
she  says.  "I  think  the  board 
has  realized  that  there  is  a 
creative  tension  between  the  business  world 
and  the  academic  world,  and  that's  something 
that  should  be  celebrated  and  not  squashed." 
Carpenter  agrees. 

"We're  representative  of  a  microcosm  of 
the  church."  he  says.  "I'm  an  African- 
American  from  public  higher  education.  We 
have  European-Americans  from  a  ministerial 
background.  One  of  our  trustees  is  an  African- 
American  who  comes  from  the  corporate 
sector,  and  we  have  several  European- 
Americans  who  come  from  the  corporate 
sector  as  well.  I  think  that's  good.  It  speaks 
well  for  the  institution. 

"We  can  be  just  as  diverse  as  the 
constituencies  of  the  church  at-large.  When 
you  look  at  the  Presbyterian  Church,  there  is

great  diversity  among  its  congregations  and  its 
individual  members,  but  everyone  comes 
together  on  a  common  ground  within  the 
framework  of  the  church.  Out  of  that  diversity 
comes  stress,  but  that  stress  comes  from  the 
opportunity  for  those  diverse  groups  to  hash 
out  their  concerns.  Hopefully,  the  end  result 
will  be  strategies  and  policies  that  are  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  college." 

Holland  is  quick  to  acknowledge  these 
points,  but  he  maintains  that  even  more  wide- 
ranging  viewpoints  will  be  needed  to  address 
one  particularly  significant  issue  facing  higher 
education  in  the  coming  years  —  the  changing 
demographics  of  prospective  students.  All 
research  indicates  that  the  so-called  traditional 
college  students  will  become  fewer  in  number, 
and  the  pool  of  prospects  will  have  a  greater 
proportion  of  minority  students  and  students 
from  lower-income  backgrounds.  It's  an  issue 
that  administration  and  faculty  at  Presbyterian 
College  have  been  discussing  for  several  years, 
and  strategies  continue  to  be  addressed  to 
position  PC  for  that  change. 

Holland,  however,  says  he  sees  few 
college  governing  boards  moving  toward  that 
reality.  Greater  diversity  on  the  board  means  a 
wider  perspective  of  opinion  and  richer,  more 
productive  discussion  and  debate.  The  final 
result,  he  says,  will  be  policies  that  reflect  the 
diversity  of  tomorrow's  student  enrollment. 

"I  was  pleased  at  the  diversity  on  the  PC 
board,  but  that's  a  baby  step  compared  to 
where  they've  got  to  be,"  Holland  says.  "I 
don't  mean  any  of  this  as  criticism  because 
they  have  already  done  more  than  many  boards 
I've  worked  with  who  don't  even  know  this  is 
an  issue.  PC  knows  it's  an  issue  and  has 
already  acted  on  it.  They  just  have  to  go 
through  with  it.  The  board  can't  just  pay  lip 
service  to  the  issue  of  diversity.  It  has  got  to 
'walk  the  walk'  and  practice  it  and  set  the 
example  so  that  20  years  from  now  it  will  have 
a  history  of  policy-making  that  encourages 
diversity. 

"So  if  I  were  to  push  on  them  in  one  area, 
it  would  be  about  this  active  encouragement  of 
diversity  of  perspective.  There  are  some  sharp 
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minds  on  that  board,  but  people  tend  to  assume 
that  their  own  sharp  perspective  is  the  best 
one.  This  will  help  fine-tune  the  board's 
strength." 

An  Impressive  Group  of  Leaders 

The  evaluation  that  Holland  presented  to 
the  PC  trustees  at  their  November  retreat  was 
41  pages  in  length  and  contained  numerous 
explanations, 
interpretations, 
and  recom- 
mendations. 

But 
through  it  all. 
the  consultant 
sang  the 
praises  of  this 
particular 
board  of 
trustees  as 
being  among 
the  strongest 
he  had 
evaluated. 

Indeed,  in  graphs  that  compared  its  scores  to 
72  other  institutions,  the  PC  board  more  than 
held  its  own. 

That's  no  surprise  to  those  who  make  up 
that  august  group. 

"It  is  a  very  impressive  board."  says 
long-time  trustee  Bennett  Brown.  "Since  my 
early,  early  years  at  Presbyterian  College,  there 
has  occurred  what  I  considered  to  be  an 
ongoing  enhancement  —  an  enhancement  of 
everything:  the  quality  of  the  faculty,  the  level 
of  academic  standards,  the  talents  of  the 
administrative  staff,  the  quality  of  students,  as 
well  as  the  type  of  trustees  added  to  the 
board." 

But  when  assessing  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Presbyterian  College  Board  of  Trustees, 
Brown  points  out.  don't  forget  to  look  at  one 
important  factor:  the  genuine  loyalty  to  the 
institution. 

"One  point  to  consider  is  that  on  a 
corporate  board  of  trustees  there  is  a  financial 
compensation  involved.  That  in  itself  is  a 
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John  West  I  center  I  marches  in  a  recent 
Commencement  procession. 

Highly  Regarded  Leaders  For  A  Highly  Regarded  Board 

If  you  want  something  done,  the  saying  goes,  get  a  busy  person  to  do  it.  So  it  only 
follows  that  if  you  want  someone  to  serve  on  a  highly  regarded  board,  ask  a  highly 
regarded  person  to  step  forward. 

Presbyterian  College  has  done  just  that  in  assembling  a  Board  of  Trustees  that 
features  some  of  the  most  prominent  leaders  in  the  Southeast. 

The  board,  at  this  time,  includes  a  former  president  of  the  University  of  Georgia 
system  and  a  former  chair  of  its  governing  Board  of  Regents.  There  is  the  chairman/ 
president/chief  executive  officer  of  Delta  Air  Lines.  There  are  former  chairmen  of  the 
boards  of  such  corporations  as  NationsBank  and  Lance,  and  executives  who  have  guided 
the  fortunes  of  Wachovia.  Southeastern  Freight  Lines.  Shaw  Industries.  Standard  Candy 
Co..  and  The  Travelers  Companies.  Among  PC's  trustees  you'll  also  find  university 
administrators,  physicians,  educators,  and  ministers. 

You'll  even  find  a  former  governor  and  U.S.  ambassador. 

"Presbyterian  College  is  very  special  to  me,"  says  John  C.  West,  who  served  as 
governor  of  South  Carolina  from  1971-75  and  later  served  as  ambassador  to  Saudi  Arabia. 
"Growing  up  a  Presbyterian  in  South  Carolina,  I  knew  what  a  good  school  it  was.  even  all 
those  years  ago.  In  fact,  it  was  my  first  choice  when  I  was  applying  to  college.  I  remember 
I  got  a  S250  scholarship  from  PC.  which  represented  about  half  the  cost.  But  then  I  got  a 
better  offer  from  The  Citadel  —  they  offered  me  a  full  scholarship  —  and  this  being  1938 
and  the  Depression.  I  had  to  take  the  full  scholarship." 

But  his  affection  for  PC  never  changed,  and  he  remained  close  to  the  school  even 
during  his  years  in  state  government  and  international  politics.  In  the  early  1980s,  after 
having  returned  to  the  state  from  his  service  in  Saudi  Arabia,  he  was  asked  by  PC  board 
chairman  Frank  Harrington  to  become  a  trustee. 

"Frank  and  I  go  back  many,  many  years,  and  I  was  glad  to  be  asked,"  says  West,  who 
became  vice  chairman  of  the  board  in  1994.  "I've  served  on  a  fair  number  of  boards,  but 
PC  is  a  very  special  one  for  me.  It's  got  such  a  good  cross-section  of  people:  corporate 
executives  from  some  of  the  leading  companies  around,  outstanding  ministers  and 
educators,  and  a  lot  of  good,  solid  citizens  who  might  not  have  gotten  a  lot  of  publicity 
beyond  their  hometowns  but  who  have  great  abilities  and  great  commitment  to  the  college. 

"Most  of  my  public  service  was  in  state  government,  and  I  gave  a  lot  of  attention  to 
education."  he  says.  "But  even  though  we  focused  a  lot  of  the  public  institutions.  I  realized 
early  on  that  the  private  colleges  made  up  an  integral  part  of  South  Carolina's  higher 
education." 

In  that,  Presbyterian  College  has  been  most  fortunate  —  then  and  now.

motivator  to  attend  various  board  meetings," 
he  says.  "But  that's  not  the  case  for  a  non- 
profit institution  such  as  PC.  Why,  then,  do 
these  people  come  at  their  own  expense,  go 
over  the  materials,  meet  with  the  committees, 
and  do  all  of  this?  It's  a  much  stronger 
incentive  than  any  financial  compensation. 
They  give  of  their  talents  and  time  only 
because  of  their  personal  interest  in  the 
institution. 


"So  when  you  start  describing  boards, 
you  need  to  make  that  distinction.  Here's  a 
man  who  drives  300  or  400  or  500  miles  to 
spend  two  days  at  a  meeting.  That's  a  pretty 
strong  indication  of  his  commitment." 

And  Tom  Holland  —  the  man  who  has 
seen  both  good  boards  and  bad  —  would, 
undoubtedly,  be  in  total  agreement  on  that 
point.

PC  Always  Fits  Into  Allen's  Busy  Business  Schedule 

It's  not  everyday  that  students  at  a  small  college  can  pick  up  an  issue  of  USA  Today 
and  see  one  of  the  trustees  of  their  school  featured  prominently  in  a  full-color  profile.  But 
that  was  the  case  a  couple  of  years  ago  when  the  newspaper  chronicled  the  life  and  times  of 
Ron  Allen,  who  serves  as  chairman,  president,  and  chief  executive  officer  of  Delta  Air 
Lines. 

Allen's  presence  on  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees  goes  far  beyond  a  recognizable  name  on 
the  roll  call,  however.  His  is  a  face  that  has  become  familiar  to  many  students  on  the 
Clinton  campus.  Not  only  does  he  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Student  Activities  Committee  of 
the  board,  but  he  has  been  a  keynote  speaker  at  several  college  functions  —  including  a 
convocation  address  on  business  ethics,  a  lecture  to  high  school  students  at  the  Wachovia/ 
Presbyterian  College  Leadership  Program  held  each  summer,  and  a  presentation  to 
prospective  students  gathered  in  Atlanta  for  the  annual  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church 
recruiting  dinner. 

Even  with  a  remarkably  hectic  business  schedule,  Allen  makes  time  for  PC. 

"He's  very  interested  and  keenly  attuned  to  the  situations  and  concerns  we  face  in  the 
Student  Affairs  Office,"  says  Dean  of  Students  Joe  Nixon,  who  works  closely  with  Allen  on 
the  board's  Student  Activities  Committee. 

"For  a  person  with  his  responsibilities  at  a  major  corporation  like  Delta  Air  Lines  to 
sit  down  with  a  group  of  10  folks,  including  students  and  staff,  to  discuss  and  offer  his 
insights  and  suggestions  on  issues  such  as  health  care,  intramurals,  and  extracurricular  and 
social  outlets  means  a  lot  —  and  he  does  it  with  great  enthusiasm  and  commitment.  He  also 
will  call  me  periodically  to  check  on  how  things  are  going  and  get  updates  on  certain 
projects  —  that  kind  of  resource  and  consultation  is  something  that  money  can't  buy."

Trustees  Create  New  Committee 
Following  Consultant's  Critique 

Seldom  does  a  governing  board  respond 
as  quickly  to  a  suggestion  as  the  Presbyterian 
College  Board  of  Trustees  did  at  its  fall  retreat 
in  November  of  last  year. 

After  hearing  Dr.  Tom  Holland  cite  the 
board's  considerable  strengths,  the  trustees 
.listened  intently  as  he  recommended  a 
heightened  emphasis  on  strategic  planning, 
new  trustee  orientation,  and  board  evaluation 
by  other  college  constituencies. 

Before  the  day  was  done,  the  chairman  of 
the  board.  Dr.  Frank 
Harrington,  proposed 
that  a  new  committee 
be  created  to  address 
those  very  tasks. 
Chairing  that 
committee  is  Dr.  Fred 
Davison,  and  other 
members  are  Jane 
Jameson,  Steve 
Bostic,  George 
Cornelson,  and 
Harrington.  Serving 
as  ex-officio 
members  are  PC  President  Kenneth  Orr,  and 
Dr.  J.  William  Moncrief,  senior  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs. 

The  committee  members  held  their  initial 
meeting  in  early  June,  and  Davison  said  they 
hit  the  ground  running. 

"I  thought  the  first  meeting  went  very 
well,"  he  says.  "It  was  exploratory  in  nature 
with  the  committee  defining  its  agenda.  But 
there  is  great  chemistry  as  far  as  group  itself  is 
concerned.  There  is  a  mixture  of  bright  people 
from  different  walks  of  life.  We  each  look  at 
things  differently,  but  we  all  share  a  common 
concern  —  which  is  the  interest  in  the  overall 
good  of  PC." 

Davison  pointed  out  that  this  is  not  some 


ad-hoc  group  that  will  finish  its  assigned  task 
in  short  order.  In  order  to  recommend  long- 
range  strategies  that  the  board  might  pursue,  he 
said,  the  committee  will  have  to  conduct  a 
tremendous  amount  of  fact-finding  work. 

"This  is  a  committee  that  will  have  to 
meet  over  a  period  of  time,  because  we  are 
looking  at  long-range  objectives,"  he  says.  "It 
will  probably  function  over  a  period  of  several 
years.  We  want  to  be  sure  our  board  members 
are  well-informed  about  education,  and  not  just 
at  Presbyterian  College,  but  education  in 
general.  We'll  also  go  through  a  period  of 
information-gathering,  because  it  is  important 
to  the  board  that  we  survey  major  employment 
segments  and  ask 
them,  'What  will 
you  require  to 
employ  a  college 
graduate  in  10  to 
15  years?'  We 
want  to  hold  onto 
the  core  of 
liberal  arts 
education  but,  at 
the  same  time, 
make  sure  that 
students  will  be 
getting  what  they 
need." 

Another  member  of  the  committee,  Jane 
Jameson,  looks  forward  to  identifying  those 
issues  that  will  have  a  profound  impact  on 
schools  such  as  PC. 

"There  are  critical  things  facing  higher 
education  right  now,  whether  public  or 
private,"  Jameson  says,  "and  it's  almost  more 
than  a  large  group  can  get  its  arms  around 
meeting  only  twice  a  year.  I  think  we  will 
continue  to  try  to  make  sure  the  board  is 
effective  by  more  encouragement  of  new 
trustees,  more  in-depth  orientation  to  the  issues 
that  higher  education  is  facing,  and  trying  to 
recommend  those  strategies  that  will  be  in 
keeping  with  the  mission  of  the  institution."

Facing  Challenges  With  Creativity 


Board  Chairman  Optimistic 
About  PC  In  21st  Century 

When  observers  discuss  the  effectiveness 
of  the  Presbyterian  College  Board  of  Trustees, 
their  thoughts  eventually  focus  on  its 
chairman,  for  Dr.  Frank  Harrington  has 
provided  distinctive  leadership  for  13  years 

But  when  he  talks  of  his  own  role  as 
leader  of  PC's  governing  board.  Harrington 
focuses,  first  and  foremost,  to  being  the 
primary  support  person  for  the  individual 
serving  as  president  of  the  institution. 

"In  my  case,  since  I  am  a 
minister,  I  really  see  that  in  a  pastoral 
context,  to  try  to  be  a  friend  to  the 
president,  and  to  be  of  any  help  to  him, 
personally,  that  1  can,"  Harrington 
says.  "The  president  of  Presbyterian 
College  —  or  any  college  —  operates 
under  the  pressures  of  many  duties  and 
responsibilities.  It  can  become  all- 
absorbing,  and  one  of  the  things  I  want 
to  do  is  be  a  good  support  person  for 
the  president." 

His  other  responsibility,  he  says, 
is  to  facilitate  participation  by  the  rest 
of  the  trustees. 

"I  want  to  fully  engage  the  trustees  in  the 
governance  of  this  college  without 
micromanagement."  he  explains.  "I  want  the 
trustees  to  be  fully  informed  so  they  can  make 
informed  decisions  about  the  life  and  well- 
being  of  Presbyterian  College.  I  also  want  to 
be  a  part  of  the  leadership  of  the  board  in  terms 
of  bringing  out  the  creativity  and  the  capacities 
inherent  in  the  members  of  our  board." 

An  effective  board  of  trustees,  as  he  sees 
it,  needs  to  look  to  the  future  —  and  the 
recently  created  Goals,  Evaluation,  and 
Expectations  Committee  should  make  existing 
long-range  planning  even  more  effective. 

"We  have  appointed  a  strategic  planning 
committee  that  will  have  ongoing  discussions 


of  where  we  are  today  and  where  we  want  to 
be  tomorrow,  and  I  think  what  will  come  out  of 
that  will  be  a  clearer  focus  of  our  traditional 
mission,  but  with  creative  insights  as  to  how 
we  will  meet  the  challenges  of  tomorrow. 

"I  think  as  we  look  at  the  future,  there  are 
two  ways  you  respond  to  challenges:  One  is 
creatively  within  the  framework  of  what  your 
history  is.  The  other  is  to  just  be  bowled  over 
by  it.  I  think  this  will  continue  to  be  a  very 
strong  college  within  the  framework  of  our 
historic  mission  and  tradition,  but  we  will  get 
as  creative  as  we  need  to  in  order  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  the  future  as  we  maintain  our 
connection  with  the 
church  and  our  history. 
"I  think  the  reality  is 
that  as  we  go  into  the 
21st  century,  there  will 
be  some  small  colleges 
that  will  not  make  it,  but 
I  don't,  for  a  minute, 
believe  that  this  is  going 
to  be  one  of  them." 

Harrington,  a  1957 

graduate  of  PC,  has  seen 

the  fortunes  of  his  alma 

mater  rise  dramatically 

in  recent  years,  and  he  points  to  the  president 

and  its  trustees  as  key  catalysts. 

"Presbyterian  College  has  been  blessed 
with  excellent  leadership  in  our  president,"  he 
says.  "I  don't  know  of  a  more  effective  college 
president  today  than  Ken  Orr.  We  have  also 
been  blessed  by  being  able  to  attract  to  our 
board  a  strong  cadre  of  people  who  have  a  vital 
interest  in  PC  and  are  engaged  with  enthusiasm 
in  its  life  and  work. 

"I  know  a  lot  of  boards,  and  I  don't  think 
I  know  at  this  time  of  a  stronger  board  of 
trustees  than  we  have  here  at  Presbyterian 
College.  I  think  our  board  has  gotten 
progressively  stronger,  and  think  that  is 
reflected  in  the  progressive  strength  of  what 
we're  doing  here  at  PC."

A  Philosophy  For  Net  Results 


A  trip  to  the  1995  NCAA  Division 
II  tournament  proves  once  more  that 
Donna  Arnold  has  something  special  at 
work  in  the  women's  tennis  program 
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uilding  the  foundation ...  working  hard  to 
maintain  it ...  reaping  the  benefits ...  preparing  for 
the  future. 

These  four  phrases  describe  the  Presbyterian 
College  women's  tennis  program  since  1988  when 
Donna  Arnold  took  over  the  head  coaching  posi- 
tion. In  those  eight  seasons,  Arnold  and  her  teams 
have  compiled  an  impressive  1 32-59  overall  record 
while  making  national  post-season  tournament  ap- 
pearances on  five  occasions.  A  three-time  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Coach  of  the  Year,  Arnold  has 
helped  the  Blue  Hose  to  win  four  out  of  the  last  six 
league  titles. 

Building  the  Foundation 

When  beginning  a  project,  one  must  discover 
the  keys  to  success  along  with  a  philosophy  to  live 
by.  In  coaching,  one  of  the  vital  components  which 
is  always  mentioned  is  that  of  recruiting.  For 
Arnold,  recruiting  is  the  backbone  of  the  program. 

Upon  arrival  at  PC,  Arnold  found  herself 
evaluating  and  coaching  players  who  were  brought 
in  under  the  previous  coach,  Libby  Galloway.  As 
in  most  coaching  situations,  playing  with  someone 
else's  players  had  its  ups  and  downs. 

Arnold's  first  team  was  strong,  posting  a  25- 
10  overall  record  and  earning  a  national  ranking 
with  Susan  Toohey  advancing  to  the  NAIA  na- 
tional singles  championship  tournament.  This  first- 


year  success  turned  out  to 
be  not  a  fluke,  but  a  solid 
start  for  something  very 
special. 

"When  you  start  win- 
ning, you've  got  to  get  the 
players  to  keep  winning." 
Arnold  says.  "Once  you 
bring  in  the  girls  you  really 
want,  it  helps.  The  recruit- 
ing process  has  changed  as 
I've  had  to  expand  the  cov- 
ered territory  to  find  better  players." 

Arnold's  1995  roster  tells  the  story  of  the 
"recruiting  changes"  as  it  lists  only  one  player, 
Dana  Davis,  from  the  state  of  South  Carolina  while 
the  other  five  hail  from  Alabama.  Georgia,  and 
Virginia.  Academics  certainly  plays  a  role  in  the 
recruiting  process,  especially  with  Arnold's  recent 
teams. 

"You  don't  want  them  if  they  are  going  to 
struggle  (academically)  in  school."  Arnold  said. 
"They  have  to  understand  that  they  need  to  be 
organized  and  have  good  study  habits.  On  this 
year's  team,  five  of  the  six  are  pre-med  majors  and 
the  other  is  majoring  in  English.  Four  of  the  six 
received  some  type  of  academic  money  from  PC  as 
well." 

Four  of  Arnold's  six  current  team  members 
—  Chrissie  Bolt.  Jennifer  Brim.  Jessica  Clark,  and 
Dawn  Dachelet  —  have  made  appearances  on  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  Academic  Honor  Roll, 
while  Brim,  a  rising  senior  and  biology  major,  has 
earned  GTE  Academic  All-District  honors  in  each 
of  the  past  two  years. 

In  addition,  the  women's  tennis  team  boasted 
the  highest  overall  grade  point  average  among

Blue  Hose  athletic  teams  this  past  spring  semester 
by  checking  in  with  a  3.08  cumulative  average. 

"I'm  very  proud  of  the  effort  the  players  put 
forth  in  the  classroom."  Arnold  said.  "They  are 
here  to  receive  an  education  as  well  as  play  tennis." 

While  Arnold's  recruiting  philosophy  cen- 
ters around  the  true  student-athlete,  her  on-the- 
court  philosophy  is  similar  —  depth. 

"Depth  has  been  our  key  to  winning."  said 
Arnold,  whose  teams  have  posted  a  32-4  record 
against  South  Atlantic  Conference  opponents  in 
six  years.  "That  is  what  I've  always  believed  in." 

Arnold's  beliefs  are  the  main  reason  PC  cap- 
tured the  1994  South  Atlantic  Conference  champi- 
onship. That  year.  Elon  College  won  six  of  the  nine 
flights,  but  finished  second.  The  press  release  from 
the  championship  event  read  "Elon  came  in  second 
despite  the  fact  it  won  six  of  the  nine  flights. 
Presbyterian's  consistency  was  a  big  factor,  as  the 
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Blue  Hose  finished  no  lower  than  third  place  at  any 
flight." 

"You  can  have  two  great  players,  but  that 
doesn't  automatically  give  you  a  great  team," 
Arnold  said.  "The  three  flights  we  won  in  1994 
were  numbers  five  and  six  singles  (Brim  and  Jen- 
nifer Miller)  and  number  three  doubles  (Brim  and 
Bolt)." 

Hard  Work  (Exceeding  Expectations) 

"No  one  likes  to  go  through  it  during  the 
process,"  Arnold  said  about  her  daily  practice 
sessions  with  her  squad.  "Everyone  gripes  about  it. 
Even  I  don't  like  it." 

As  with  every  team  in  sports  or  business,  the 
work  ethic  is  a  direct  factor  in  the  outcome  — 
successful  or  not.  As  for  the  1995  Blue  Hose 
women's  tennis  team,  hard  work  barely  summa- 
rizes what  Arnold  and  her  group  went  through. 

"Back  then,  I  wasn't  looking  forward  to  the 
season  and  neither  were  the  girls,"  Arnold  said 
about  a  team  which  lost  three  all-conference  play- 
ers from  the  previous  team  and  had  no  freshmen  to 
replace  them.  "One  day  we  sat  down  and  I  told 
them  we  were  going  to  have  commitment  from  the 
coach  and  the  players,  and  we  would  work  harder 
than  ever  before.  I  think  then  they  realized  we 
would  make  the  best  of  what  we  had." 

The  group  of  six  sophomores  and  juniors 
bonded  together  for  a  season  which  Arnold  would 
later  call  "amazing." 

Presbyterian  College  advanced  to  the  NCAA 
Division  II  East  Regional  where  they  faced  Wingate 
College,  a  team  which  had  beaten  the  Blue  Hose  on 
two  occasions  during  the  year,  both  by  4-3  final 
scores.  A  win  would  earn  a  trip  to  California  for  the 
national  tournament  while  a  loss  would  mean  the 
start  of  summer  vacation. 

"We  knew  we  could  beat  them  because  both 
of  the  previous  matches  had  been  so  close,"  sopho- 
more Chrissie  Bolt  said.  "We  had  nothing  to  lose. 
The  doubles  point  was  really  crucial.  Coach  told  us 
to  play  smart  and  be  conservative.  We  were  so 
much  more  relaxed  than  they  were,  and  it  paid  off." 

PC  claimed  the  doubles  point  and  then  picked 
up  singles  wins  from  Brim,  Dachelet,  and  Davis  to 
post  a  4-3  decision  over  the  Bulldogs,  thus  vaulting 


the  Blue  Hose  into  the  round  of  16  at  the  national 
tournament  in  Davis,  Calif. 

After  a  first-round  loss  to  defending  national 
champion  North  Florida  in  the  national  tourna- 
ment, PC  ended  the  season  with  a  final  national 
ranking  of  19th. 

By  advancing  to  the  nationals,  Arnold's  team 
became  the  fifth  athletic  squad  at  Presbyterian 
College  to  appear  in  an  NCAA  Division  II  tourna- 
ment since  the  school  became  a  fully-fledged  mem- 
ber of  the  NCAA  prior  to  the  1993-94  academic 
year.  PC's  women's  basketball  (1994  and  1995), 


Jennifer  Brim  became  a  three- 
time  All-South  Atlantic 
Conference  selection  in  1995. 

women's  soccer  (1994)  and  volleyball  (1993) 
teams  all  have  made  NCAA  tournament  appear- 
ances within  the  past  two  years. 

Four  team  members  earned  All-South  Atlan- 
tic Conference  honors,  including  Brim,  who  made 
her  third  consecutive  appearance  on  the  all-league 
team  after  posting  overall  records  of  25-3  in  singles 
and  26-3  in  doubles.  Bolt  (23-5  singles;  26-3 
doubles)  was  named  to  the  all-conference  squad 
for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  while  Dachelet  (14-12 
singles;  19-10  doubles)  and  Davis  (20-8  singles; 
19-10  doubles)  were  tabbed  for  the  first  time. 

Not  bad  for  a  team  which  wasn't  looking 
forward  to  the  upcoming  season  eight  months  ear- 
lier. 


Reaping  the  Benefits 


Hers  is  a  world  of  long  hours  on  the  court  as 
teacher  and  coach,  late  nishts  filled  with  recruiting 


calls,  strenuous  bus  rides  home  following  matches, 
and  summer  weekends  cluttered  by  junior  tourna- 
ments. When  asked  what  makes  her  job  worth 
continuing.  Arnold  pondered  for  a  moment. 

"When  you  see  the  way  the  players  react  after 
they  win  a  championship."  she  said. 

Arnold  has  had  plenty  of  experience  with  her 
four  league  titles  in  six  years  and  five  trips  to  post- 
season play. 

This  past  May  when  the  Blue  Hose  met 
Wingate  in  the  regional  final  for  the  right  to  ad- 
vance to  the  national  tournament,  Davis  was  bat- 
tling against  Wingate's  Keri  Elgin  with  the  team- 
score  knotted  at  3-3.  Gasps  for  air  came  on  every 
shot  in  the  second  set,  with  the  Blue  Hose  faithful 
clinging  to  every  point  won  by  Davis.  The  Gaffney, 
S.C.,  native  prevailed,  winning  the  match  by  a  7-6 
(7-5),  6-4  score. 

"The  reaction  of  the  players  when  Dana  won 
the  last  point ...  that's  when  you  know  it  is  all  worth 
it."  Arnold  explained. 

Of  course,  it  doesn't  always  work  out  for  the 
best.  A  year  earlier.  Arnold  assembled  one  of  her 
finest  teams  which  was  forced  to  stay  home.  Led 
by  seniors  Stephanie  Hunt,  Dina  Padgett,  and  Jen- 
nifer Miller,  the  1 994  team  won  the  league  title,  but 
was  passed  over  for  the  national  tournament. 

"That  team  deserved  to  go  on,"  Arnold  said. 
"I  still  feel  bad  for  them,  especially  the  seniors." 

Preparing  for  the  Future 

What's  left  for  Arnold,  who  has  won  more 
conference  championships  and  been  to  more  na- 
tional post-season  tournaments  than  any  other  cur- 
rent Blue  Hose  head  coach  for  a  single  sport'? 

"We  still  have  team  goals  to  accomplish."  the 
36-year-old  native  of  Mountain  City,  Tenn..  said. 
"One  goal  for  the  upcoming  year  will  be  to  finish 
in  the  top  two  in  the  region  so  we  can  receive  an 
automatic  bid  to  the  national  tournament.  And, 
obviously,  the  next  step  at  the  national  tournament 
is  win  a  match." 

The  outlook  for  1995-96  is  good,  with  all  six 
players  from  a  year  ago  returning  along  with  three 
newcomers.  With  the  recruiting  done,  if  the  phi- 
losophy and  work  ethic  remain  the  same,  the  re- 
sults should  be  similar  —  successful.

Veteran  Investigator  Becomes 
FBI  Chief  For  South  Carolina 


An  alumnus  of  Presbyterian  College  who  has  been  called  a  "cop's  cop"  by  U.S.  Attorney  J.  Preston  Strom 
has  been  selected  as  the  special  agent  in  charge  of  the  S.C.  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation. 

Richard  Dodge  Frederick,  a  1964  graduate,  began  his  new  work  on  Jan.  24  of  this  year.  He  is  the  fifth  FBI 
chief  in  South  Carolina  in  seven  years  and  intends  to  end  his  FBI  career  here  and,  upon  retirement,  remain  in  the 
state  that  he  considers  home. 

In  his  new  position.  Dodge  Frederick  faces  the  challenge  of  carrying  out  the  FBI's  growing  mission  with 
a  limited  pool  of  resources.  Violent  crime,  once  the  responsibility  of  local  police,  has  increasingly  become  a 
priority  for  the  FBI,  whether  or  not  a  federal  crime  is  involved.  Also,  recently  enacted  legislation  has  created 
many  new  federal  offenses  that  have  strained  resources  and  made  it  more  difficult  to  carry  out  complex  corruption 
and  fraud  investigations.

Winthrop  University  Professor 
Brings  His  Lecture  To  The  Small  Screen 


1975  PC  graduate  has  become  a  star  on  the  small  screen  —  more  or  less. 

Dr.  Joseph  Edward  (Eddie)  Lee.  a  member  of  the  history  faculty  at  Winthrop  University  in  Rock  Hill,  S.C. 
has  been  involved  in  a  new  joint  program  with  nearby  Clover  High  School.  Through  the  wonders  of  technology. 
Eddie  can  give  a  lesson  on  the  18th  century  —  but  do  it  in  21st  century  style. 

Eight  students  at  Clover  High  enrolled  this  past  semester  in  a  U.S.  history  course  taught  by  Eddie  —  30  miles 
away.  Using  television  production  and  telephone  lines,  they  became  the  first  participants  in  a  different  kind  of 
history  —  the  first  long-distance  learning  arrangement  in  South  Carolina  between  a  high  school  and  a  university. 

According  to  a  story  in  a  January  issue  of  The  York  Observer,  "the  audiovisual  system  centers  on  giant 
televisions  at  both  schools.  Small  cameras  and  microphones  are  placed  on  students'  desks,  allowing  two-way 
communication  between  professor  and  students.  A  CHS  teacher  in  the  high  school  classroom  mans  a  control  panel, 
and  if  the  professor  wishes  to  address  a  particular  student,  the  teacher  simply  cuts  on  the  appropriate  mini-camera 
and  microphone. 

Clover  High  spent  about  $55,000  on  the  system,  while  Winthrop  already  was  on-line,  having  begun 
transmitting  live  business  courses  to  Coastal  Carolina  University  last  summer.

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Dr.  John  Bright  '28,  Renowned  Biblical  Scholar,  Author 


l/ohn  Bright  '28,  an  internally  renowned  author  and  scholar  in  Hebrew 
and  Old  Testament,  died  March  26.  1995,  in  Richmond.  Va.  He  was  86. 

A  native  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  he  earned  his  undergraduate  degree  at 
Presbyterian  College  before  receiving  his  bachelor  of  divinity  and  master  of 
theology  degrees  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond.  He  re- 
ceived his  Ph.D.  degree  in  1940  from  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Ordained  in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  in  1935.  he  held  pastor- 
ates in  Durham,  N.C.,  and  Catonsville.  Md„  before  joining  the  faculty  at 
Union  Seminary,  where  he  taught  for  35  years  and  retired  in  1975  as  the 
emeritus  Cyrus  H.  McCormick  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament. 

He  was  an  Army  chaplain  during  World  War  II. 

An  authority  on  ancient  history  and  prophetic  interpretation,  he  had  a 
broad  impact  on  Biblical  and  Old  Testament  studies.  His  books  included  "The 
Kingdom  of  God,"  which  won  the  1953  Abingdon-Cokesbury  Press  Manu- 
script Award,  one  of  the  highest  literary  honors  awarded  in  the  field  of 
religion.  Other  notable  publications  included:  "A  History  of  Israel"  (1959), 
which  for  30  years  served  as  a  standard  text  in  seminary  teaching;  "Early 
Israel  in  Recent  History  Writing"  (1956):  a  commentary  on  "Jeremiah." 
(1965)  in  the  Anchor  Bible  series;  "The  Authority  of  the  Old  Testament" 


( 1976):  and  "Covenant  and  Promise:  the  Pro- 
phetic Understanding  of  the  Future  in  Pre- 
Exilic  Israel"  (1976). 

Dr.  Bright  traveled  to  the  Middle  East 
on  several  archaeological  expeditions  and  in 
1966  was  among  36  Americans  and  South 
Africans  involved  in  a  privately  finance  Lead- 
ership Exchange  Program,  where  he  lectured 
in  the  U.S.,  Great  Britain,  and  Brazil. 

He  served  as  honorary  president  of  the  Society  of  Biblical  Literature 
and  Exegesis.  Dr.  Bright  was  also  a  member  of  the  Biblical  Colloquim.  the 
American  Oriental  Society  and  Presbytery  of  the  James.  He  was  a  delegate 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  U.S.,  to  the  Fourth  Assembly  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  in  Sweden  in  1968. 

He  also  held  visiting  appointments  at  Princeton  and  Duke  Universities 
in  the  United  States  and  at  seminaries  in  Brazil,  South  Africa.  Germany,  and 
Sweden. 

His  wife  of  40  years,  Carrie  Len  McMullen  Bright,  died  in  1985.

RULES: 

What  You  Need  to  Know

responsible  for  ensuring  that  its  student  athletes,  faculty, 
staff,  alumni,  and  friends  abide  by  NCAA  regulations.  The 
monthly  Scotsman  Club  Report  has  been  publishing  a  series 
of  articles  to  orient  Blue  Hose  supporters  to  NCAA  rules  — 
and  Presbyterian  College  Magazine  is  reprinting  some  of 
that  information. 

While  the  college  is  proud  to  have  continued  interest  in 
its  athletic  programs,  we  strive  for  excellence  and  must  seek 
the  highest  standard  of  ethical  conduct.

Some  Rules  to  Remember: 


YOU  ARE  A  "REPRESENTATIVE 
OF  ATHLETIC  INTEREST"  IF: 


•  You  are  or  were  ever  a  member  of  any  of  PC's  sport 
support  groups; 

•  You  have  ever  donated  to  the  PC  men's  or  women's 
athletic  programs; 

•  You  have  ever  helped  arrange  or  provide  summer 
employment  for  enrolled  student  athletes; 

•  You  have  ever  contacted  (phone,  letter,  in  person)  a 
high  school  student  in  grades  9-12  to  encourage  the  student  to 
participate  in  PC  athletics; 


A  "PROSPECTIVE  STUDENT  ATHLETE"  IS: 


a  person  in  grades  9-12.  However,  it  is  possible  for 

yoiunger  students  to  be  prospects,  so  it  is  wise  to 

treat  all  athletes  as  prospects. 


IOnly  coaches  and  athletic  department  staff  can  be  involved  in  the 
recruiting  process.  All  "athletic  representatives"  not  employed  by 
the  college  are  prohibited  from  contacting  a  prospect's  family  by 
telephone,  letter,  or  in  person  on  or  off  campus  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  participation  in  the  PC  athletic  program. 

Athletic  representatives  cannot  provide  an  "extra  benefit"  or 
special  arrangement  for  a  propsect  or  for  an  enrolled  student- 
athlete.  According  to  this  rule,  you  MAY  NOT  provide: 

•  Cash  or  loans  in  any  amount; 

•  Signature  or  co-signature  on  a  note  with  an  outside  agency  to 

arranged  a  loan; 

•  Employment  to  relatives  or  friends  of  a  prospect  as  an  inducement 

for  the  enrollment  of  the  prospect  to  PC; 

•  Gifts  or  free  services; 

•  Special  discounts  for  goods  or  services; 

•  Use  of  an  automobile; 

•  Hospitality  in  your  home  other  than  birthdays,  Thanksgiving,  or 

similar  occasions; 

•  Hospitality  at  your  summer  home; 

•  Transportation  within  or  outside  the  campus  area; 

•  Entertainment  or  contact  with  a  prospect  or  his/her  family  on  or 

off  campus; 

•  Free  rent  or  reduced  rent  housing; 

•  A  benefit  connected  with  on  or  off  campus  housing; 

•  Guarantee  of  a  bond; 

•  Promise  of  financial  aid  for  post-graduate  education; 

•  Promise  of  future  employment  after  college. 

You  can  assist  the  coaching  staff  in  the  recruiting  process  by  notifying 
them  of  any  student  you  think  would  be  a  strong  addition  to  the  college 

and  to  the  athletic  program.  The  coach  can  then  make  the 
'"^^      appropriate  contact. 

As  an  athletic  representative,  you  may  continue  friendships  with 
families  who  have  prospective  or  enrolled  student-athletes  (at 
functions  such  as  backyard  barbecues  or  picnics).  You  simply 
cannot  encourage  a  prospect's  participation  in  the  athletic 
program  or  provide  benefits  to  the  student-athlete  that  you  did 
not  provide  before  he  or  she  became  a  prospect  or  an  enrolled 
student  at  PC. 
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
